Anthony Pocorobba (Suz) topped the 
250cc A class at the final round of the 
AMA Fall Classic Series at Camp Coker 
Motocross in Society Hills, South Caroli- 
na, on November 1. Doug Stone (Kaw) 
was second and Jeff Gibson (Kaw) was 
third. At the final round of the 
AMA /Husqvarna Eastern National Four- 
Stroke Motocross Series, held in conjunc- 
tion with the Fall Classic, Pocorobba 
(Yam) was again on the top step of the 
podium, with Kelly Smith (Hbg) and 
Jason Thomas (Hus) second and third. 


Doug Dubach (Yam) was the big win- 
ner of the White Bros. Vet World Cham- 
pionships at Glen Helen Raceway in San 
Bernardino, California, October 31- 
November 1. Dubach won both Over 30 
Pro-class motos to capture the overall 
victory. Second overall went to Terry 
Fowler (Yam), followed by Adrian 
Robert (Hon), Larry Brooks (Yam), and 
Brian Manley (Hon). Other class win- 
ners included Kevin Foley (Yam) in the 
Over 35 Expert class, Chuck Sun (Hbg) 
in the Over 40 Expert class, and Rich 
Thorwaldson (Hon) in the Over 50 
Expert class. 


Champion again department: American 
motocrosser Kyle Lewis rode his Suzuki 
of Japan entry to the 250cc Japanese 
Motocross Championship, October 24-25. 


According to Cycle News contributor 
Paolo Gozzi, Italian road racer Pier- 
Francesco Chili has inked a one-year 
deal to ride a factory Suzuki GSXR-750 
in the 1999 World Superbike Champi- 
onship. The deal, reportedly worth 
$400,000, will put the Italian in the new 
Suzuki team run by Francesco Batta. 
Chili will join Katsuaki Fujiwara on the 
two-man team. "I need a chance to win 
the World title," Chili said, "and I think 
that Suzuki can offer it to me. I will have 
a great motivation to work very hard 
and to beat the Ducatis. During the 1998 
season, I won five races - more than the 
other Ducati riders - but Ducati refused 
to bring me another opportunity. Ducati 
management will see next year that they 
made a wrong decision. The Suzuki 
machines are growing very well, and 
with my experience, the development 


can be faster. І don't know the Dunlop 


tires because I rode for many years with 
Michelins, but I will have full support 
and a full winter of tests to improve my 
feeling. My goal for 1999 will be to win 
races, and I know I can do that." The 
team will be sponsored by Corona 
Extra, Foxhound and Power Horse. 


Reports from Europe indicate that April- 
ia will likely hire Italian Piergiorgio 
Bontempi to ride its RSV1000 in the 1999 
World Superbike Championship. Bon- 
tempi suffered two broken wrists in the 
Laguna Seca round of the World Super- 
bike Championship this year while rid- 
ing a Kawasaki for the Bertocchi team. 


It now appears certain that Italian road 
racer Doriano Rombeni will ride for a 
satellite Ducati World Superbike team in 
1999. Romboni, who has spent his career 
entirely in the 250 and 500cc GPs, will 
either join the Gattolone team or the 
Benetton team and will have a factory 
bike at his disposal. 


In the 1999 World Supersport Series, 
Kawasaki will field a two-man team, 
which will be run by Harald Eckl. The 
team will consist of two Scottish riders, 
Ian MacPherson and John Crawford.

Dirt Track and Superbike Series compe- 
tition. Yamaha's Jamie Hacking has 
earned the Superbike Rookie of the Year 
honors after finishing the season ranked 
eighth in the championship point stand- 
ings. Hacking finished third in the Day- 
tona 200 and had back-to-back second- 
place finishes at New Hampshire 
International Speedway and the Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course. Hacking had 
climbed to fourth in the standings 
before a broken pelvis took him out of 
the series with two races remaining. The 
27-year-old will return to race factory 
Yamahas in 1999, The AMA has given 
its Grand National Dirt Track Rookie of 
the Year award to Bryan Bigelow. 
Bigelow, 18, finished the season as the 
ninth-ranked rider in the Grand Nation- 
al Championship point standings. Over 
the course of the season, Bigelow fin- 
ished in the top 10 eight times, with his 
best result being a fifth at the Oklahoma 
City Half Mile. 


Australian road racer Peter Goddard 


has confirmed that he will race in the 
1999 World Superbike Championship, 
but he has yet to confirm the team with 
which he is about to come to terms. 
There is talk, however, that Goddard 
will join the new Aprilia team for the 
coming season. The 1997 World 
Endurance Champion, who finished 
ninth in the 1998 World Superbike 
Championship, described his first year 
of World Superbike competition with 
Team Harris Suzuki as "frustrating," 
according to Cycle News contributor 
Darryl Flack. "It's been a long year, but 
we made some good developments with 
the bike, and both Suzukis were in the 
top 10 regularly, which wasn't the case 
in the past,” Goddard said. "Basically, it 
just lacked top-end performance. We 
probably didn't develop the bike as far 
as we could, because most of the Harris 
guys in my team were new. That proba- 
bly wasn't the best thing to do, because I 
was new, too - although I've been work- 
ing with Suzukis since 1993. Still, I think 
we brought the bike a long way this 





year, but the lack of power was a prob- 
lem. There were times when we were on 
the first or second row, and by the time 
we hit the end of the main straight, we 
were back in eighth or ninth." 


EBC Brakes and NASB announced on 
November 1 at Daytona International 
Speedway that the EBC Brakes Sport 
Bike Series will continue as the featured 
class for the North American Sport Bike 
series in 1999, ending speculation that the 
NASB's Roger Edmondson would get 
out of racing pending the outcome of his 
lawsuit against the AMA, which is 
scheduled to be heard on December 9. 
The series will consist of six to eight 
races, beginning and ending with rounds 
at Daytona International Speedway, the 
dates of which will be announced in the 
near future, according to Edmondson. 
After the split with Formula USA at the 
end of last year, the EBC Brakes Sport 
Bike class became the featured class at 
NASB race meetings. The purse in 1999 
will again be $5000 per race, with а 
$100,000 point fund. Edmondson also 
said that the rest of the classes in the rac- 
ing program will be announced shortly. 
He added that he is talking with various 
sponsors about which classes would join 
Sport Bike in 1999. 


Penguin Racing School's Eric Wood was 
forced to the back of the EBC Brakes 
Sport Bike during NASB action at Day- 
tona after his Kawasaki ZX-6 was found 
to produce too much horsepower fol- 
lowing his qualifying run on Sunday 
morning. Wood's Kawasaki produced 
105 horsepower, three over the class- 
mandated maximum of 102. The EBC 
Brakes Sport Bike grid showed 52 
entries, the biggest class of the NASB 
program. 4&6 Cycle's Todd Harrington 
took the pole position with a time of 
1:58.647, averaging 108.018 mph. Wood 
ended up taking sixth. 


Bartels’ Harley-Davidson's David Estok 
was disqualified and asked to leave Day- 
tona International Speedway after "ver- 
bally abusing" the race director on Octo- 
ber 30 at the Speedway. Following his 
Harley-Davidson Twin Sports World 
Finals practice session, Estok called CCS 
and NASB head Roger Edmondson in the 
turn-one scoring area to voice his displea- 
sure at having to practice with the Ama- 
teur riders who take part in the same ses- 
sion. After listening to Estok's tirade for a 
while, Edmondson hung up on him, at 
which point Estok went to turn one to 
confront Edmondson. Following that con- 
versation, Estok returned to the paddock, 
where he voiced his opinion to track 
announcer Richard Chambers whose 
microphone, which was in the basket of 
his scooter, was inadvertently left on. 
Estok's derogatory comments about 
Edmondson and his wife, Peggy, were 
piped across the track's public-address 
system. Estok repeated those comments, 
along with others, at the riders meeting, 
after which he hàd a heated conversation 
with NASB race director Bill Fuhrman. 
Fuhrman disqualified Estok because of 
verbal abuse. In a phone call to the Day- 
tona Beach News-Journal, which was 
printed in Saturday's paper, Estok said: “1 
want to practice with guys my skill level. 
It seems stupid to even have to say some- 
thing like this. This is like SCCA guys 
practicing with Jeff Gordon at Winston 
Cup events." Pat Murphy, NASB com- 
munications director, said that the prac- 
tice groupings had been the same for four 
years and were a product of necessity. 
The only way around it, Murphy said, 
was to practice the Buell Lightning series 
competitors with the Harleys, but many 








riders compete in both classes. Though it 
hadn't been officially announced at the 
end of the weekend, race officials were 
contemplating fining Estok $2500 and 
suspending him for one year. The suspen- 
sion would begin after the fine was paid. 
According to NASB officials, the intent of 
the punishment is to discourage Estok 
from ever competing in an NASB event 


again. 


The Championship Cup Series program 
has announced a major realignment of its 
regional setup for 1999 in a greater effort 
to appeal to the public and to assist riders 
as well. The Mid-West, Great Plains, and 
Great Lakes Regional series are now 
called the Mid-American Motorcycle 
Roadracing Championship and is expect- 
ed to include 10 events using Blackhawk 
Farms, Heartland Park Topeka, Brainerd 
International Raceway and Road Ameri- 
ca. The South West and California 
Regional series are now called the South- 
western United States Motorcycle Road- 
racing Championship and is expected to 
consist of 10 races at Buttonwillow Race- 
way, Firebird International Raceway, and 
Firebird West. The South East Regional 
series is now called the Southeaster Unit- 
ed States Motorcycle Roadracing Cham- 
pionship and its anticipated 10 rounds 
are scheduled to take place at Roebling 
Road, Daytona International Speedway, 
Road Atlanta, Carolina Motorsports 
Park, and possibly Pocono International 
Raceway. The Florida Regional Series 
will be named the Florida State Motor- 
cycle Championship and is anticipated to 
consist of 12 races at Moroso Motorsports 
Park, Miami-Dade Speedway (Home- 
stead), Roebling Road, and Daytona 
International Speedway. 


Last week's reader poll on Cycle News 
Online asked the question: Do you think 
(һе AMA should implement its Project 
2000 rules to its Grand National Dirt 
Track Championship? Our readers 
responded with a resounding yes, with 
78.59 percent voting in favor of Project 
2000 while only 21.41 percent voted 
against it. Project 2000 calls for the use 
of producton-based 1000cc motorcycles 
as the formula for the Grand National 
Championship Series. See this week's 
online edition of Cycle News for the lat- 
est reader poll. 


- Australia looks likely to get a round of 
the 250cc World Motocross Champi- 
onship in 2000 - at least that's what the 
FIM is planning. “We have spoken with 
some people in Australia and at first 
they wanted a 500cc motocross Grand 
Prix, but we think it is a good idea if 
they take a 250cc GP - it has more 
appeal to the public," said FIM 
motocross delegate Wolfgang Srb. At 
the moment, several tracks are being 
considered. If the event comes about, it 
will be televised live on Fox with proba- 
ble major backing from Winfield, which 
is one of the major sponsors of the 
World 250cc MX Series. If the 250cc GP 
is run with success, then it seems almost 
certain that the Motocross des Nations 
will also return to Australia within the 
next five years, although the FIM will 
not commit itself until the 250cc GP is 
run with some success. 


For the first time in history, the 
Women's Sport Foundation - founded 
by Billy Jean King - has awarded training 
scholarship grants to women 
motocrossers. The recipients of the grants 
are Jennifer Nelson and Nikki Harris. 
The funds will aid the two in their travel 
and training for the 1999 AMA/WML 
National Championship Series. 


Okada wins Sugo 
Superbike finale 


onda claimed the top four places in the Sugo Interna- 
H tional Road Race, with Repsol Honda 500cc Grand Prix 

rider Tadayuki Okada winning by .050 of a second over 
Castrol Honda World Superbike rider Aaron Slight. Five-time 
500cc World Champion Mick Doohan was third, two seconds 
behind Slight. The lone American in the race was Texan Colin 
Edwards II, who finished fourth, 2 !/; seconds behind 
Doohan. 

The Sugo International Road Race has annually been an end- 
of-the-season demonstration race for 500cc Grand Prix bikes and 
riders. This year the format was switched to superbikes due to 
the logistical problems of getting the 500s out of Argentina and 
into Sendai, Japan, in just a few days. 

To his credit, Doohan appeared and settled into the task of 
learning to ride a superbike. 

"Fm not here to ride а superbike, I’m here to race for Honda,” 
Doohan said. “That about sums it up." 

Doohan rode on the condition of having equipment equal to 
Slight's, and was provided with Slight's spare RC45 in HRC liv- 
ery. 

Like Doohan, Slight initially had little interest in returning 
to Sugo, where he was luckless a month earlier and lost the 
World Superbike crown to Carl Fogarty. But in the month fol- 





‘lowing the final round of the series, Honda had updated the 


engine and suspension for Slight and Edwards, and Michelin 
had developed better tires. The updates were good enough for 
Slight to claim pole position and set a new track record of 
1:29.888 (the old record belonged to Noriyuki Haga at 
1:30.028). 

The 25-lap race started with the front row entering turn one 
in order: Slight, Okada, Haga and Doohan. The Suzukis of Kei- 
ichi Kitagawa and Akira Ryo pulled alongside of Doohan, but 
the pass attempt didn’t stick. Okada drafted Slight at the start 
of lap five, and Slight slotted into second without retaliation. 
Three laps later, Doohan and Edwards took action on Haga, as 
Okada and Slight started to open up an advantage. Haga, suf- 
fering from the flu, faded and topped the group of Ryo, 
Honda’s Shinichi Ito, Kitagawa and Yamaha’s Waturu 
Yoshikawa. 

Doohan steadily pulled up to Slight, but at midrace the lead- 
ers caught the tail-enders, which made losing time more easy 
than making it up. Doohan lost touch with Slight, and Edwards 
wisely decided not to risk making a pass in a demonstration race 
that could cause himself and Doohan to crash. | 

As the race wound down, Slight closed on Okada and tried 
to pass him in the chicane on the final lap. Okada blocked the 
move but ran off in the dirt. In the run up the hill to the finish, 
Slight pulled alongside of Okada and the Kiwi took the check- 
ered flag first. Unfortunately for Slight, the finish line is some 
30 feet before the flag stand, and the victory went to Okada. 

The race also decided the All-Japan Superbike Championship, 
with Ito earning the crown.

Then Mr. Audouard, 
thanks to some relationships, managed 
to block everything. We can therefore

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with great production from an Ameri- 

can network. Meanwhile, I wish Bercy

Now we have riders who 
can jump higher than Superman in а 
single leap, but their motocross skills 
have not increased at the rate of their 
supercross skills. All the supercross 
tracks, the factory practice tracks and 
most of the outdoor motocross tracks 
are for the most part perfectly groomed. 
Back in the '70s and into the early '80s, 
supercross tracks had a mud crossing or 
a sand pit. Don't get me wrong, super- 
cross here in the U.S. is great and it has 
elevated motocross to a new level of 
public awareness. 

So to bring the des Nations title 
back home, I think the FIM should 
change the rules a little for next year. 
First off, Houston should host the 
event. No, not at historic Rio Bravo

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, OCT. 31 

f there was a theme to the Race of 

Champions, the annual fall Cham- 

pionship Cup Series weekend, it 
was "spread the wealth." There were no 
true standout performances, no break- 
out stars (though one amateur bears 
watching). But there were several riders 
who came close, scoring multiple wins 
and some near hits. 

Tops among them in the Expert class 
was Chicago Performance's Greg Kahle. 
Starting on Thursday, the first day of the 
three-day CCS meet, Kahle won the 
Expert GT-2 class on his Kawasaki ZX-6. 
He took a second to Penguin Racing 
School's Eric Wood in Friday's Expert 
Middleweight Superbike contest, then 
rebounded with a pair of wins on Satur- 
day. The first of those wins came in the 
Expert Middleweight Grand Prix, and 
the second came via the Expert Mid- 
dleweight Sport Bike contest, which he 
won in a flag-to-flag romp. 

“1 thought those guys were going to 
be coming after me, but fortunately 1

was able to keep the gap between us,” 
Kahle said after beating Wood by 1.948 
seconds. 

The second-place finish to Wood in 
Expert Middleweight Superbike put him 
just ahead of Grigg Electric’s Steve 
Grigg. Grigg, who campaigned a Fast 
By Ferracci Ducati this season, broke out 
his year-old Muzzy Raptor 840 and rode 
it to a pair of very narrow wins, then

saddled up his Kawasaki ZX-7 for yet 
another squeaker in the Expert Heavy- 
weight Superbike class. The Raptor took 
him to the front of the Unlimited Grand 
Prix, by .274 of a second over New Eng- 
land Performance’s John Scheehser, and 
to the Unlimited Superbike win - again 
over Scheehser and his Yamaha 1000 R- 
1, this time by .034 of a second after a 
gearbox failure. 

“The gearbox went away about the 
third lap, and I lost second gear,” Grigg 
said. “That really killed my drive onto 
the banking, so I just left it in third. That 
really hurt us, but we were able to pull 
it out anyway.” 

Grigg put the Kawasaki ZX-7 just in 
front of KWS Motorsports’ David 
McGrath in Saturday’s Expert Heavy- 
weight Superbike contest. The official 
margin of victory was listed as 2.998 sec- 
onds, but the difference was actually 
half a wheel. 

If there was a rider to watch in the 
future, it was Bart Shiflett, the most pro- 








lific Amateur - by far. The Donnells 
Motorcycle's Suzuki rider, in his first 
year of racing, arrived at Daytona with 
very little experience. He had only road 
raced about half a dozen times before he 
came in and won the very first of the 24 
CCS races - Thursday's Amateur GT-1. 
On Saturday, the Blue Springs, Mis- 
souri, rider would take the Amateur 
Heavyweight Sport Bike contest, again 
on the Suzuki GSX-R750 - the same bike 
he would ride to win the Amateur 
Heavyweight Superbike race later in the 
day. In between, he would take a third 
in the Amateur Middleweight Sport 
Bike contest, and he'd already taken a 
fifth in Friday's Amateur Middleweight 
Superbike contest. 

The Amateur Heavyweight Super- 
bike was his toughest fight. It was a last- 
lap draft-pass that got him his final win, 
and he used a move he'd learned on 
television. 

"| was definitely keeping my eye on 
what was going on behind me, but I was 
keeping my eye on (second-place finish- 
er Brandon Bashore), also,” Shiflett said. 
^He was getting through the infield 
road course pretty good. I’ve watched 
on television how that drafting stuff 
works, and I was able to get him at the 
end." 

Charles Gainey Jr. was another rider 
who won a few and came close a few 
more times. Racing his Fender 
Mender/Lee's Performance Center 
Honda CBR-600, the South Carolinian 
won the Amateur GT-2 and the Ama- 
teur Middleweight Superbike, and took 
the narrowest of seconds - .010 of a sec- 
ond - in the Amateur Middleweight 
Grand Prix. He also took a fourth in the 
Amateur Middleweight Superbike. 

The only other rider to take more 
than one win was Excel Motorsports' 
.Jason Clay. Clay won Thursday's Ama- 
teur GT-3 aboard his Yamaha 560 and 
came back to win Saturday's Amateur 
Lightweight Superbike race. 7 

The wildfires that spread across cen- 
tral Florida this past June forced the 
postponement of NASCAR's Pepsi 400 
from its traditional Fourth of July date 
until the weekend prior to the autumn 
Race of Champions. Because of the time 
it would take to get the track ready for 
the motorcycles, the RoC was moved 
back a week to this weekend - separat- 
ing it from Biketoberfest by a week, and 
also putting it a week further away from 
the late-October WERA Grand National 
Finals at Road Atlanta. That didn't seem 
to diminish the field much: There were 
around 700 riders and more than 1400 
entries. It also didn't seem to hurt that 
the main race weekend didn't feature 
Formula USA racing. 

What also distinguished this week- 
end from last year's race was the weath- 
er. Rain plagued much of last year's rac- 
ing, while this year the weather was 


ideal: warm and sunny with a light 
breeze for all four days of racing. 

On Thursday there were five races 
(with six classes), followed by eight 
races (with 11 classes) on Friday, and 13 
races (with 16 classes) - including one 
leg of the Harley-Davidson World 
Finals - on Saturday. 

Thursday's final race was the Expert 
GT-2, and that was where Kahle would 
first strike gold - and strike it big. He 
rode his Kawasaki ZX-6 to victory in the 
14-lap; 50-mile race by 10.568 seconds, 
averaging 106.841 mph. His Chicago 
Performance teammate Randall Men- 
nenga was second, with Cycles of Palm 
Beach's Mike Luke third. 

On Friday, Kahle briefly led the 
Expert Middleweight Superbike race 
before Wood took over, leading onto the 
west banking. From there it was all 
Wood, the Massachusetts rider taking the 
win by 5.597 seconds, averaging 107.265 


: mph for the seven-lap, 25-mile race. 


Manny Manusuthakis rode the final 
Kawasaki into the winner's circle, his 
backed by Cycles of Palm Beach. 

Wood's race was not without drama. 
On the first lap, his Kawasaki began 
smoking and it caught Kahle's eye. 

“1 saw a little bit of smoke,” Kahle 
said. "I just wasn't able to stick with 
him." 

“I came across the finish line after the 
first lap and there was smoke all in my 
face," Wood said. "I thought, "What's 
going on here?' So I sort of tiptoed 
around the next lap and I didn't feel any 
oil anywhere. So I said, "Maybe the front 
tire is rubbing against the fender or 
something,' so I just put my head down 
and pulled out." 

Saturday would be better for Kahle. 
He moved to the front of the Expert 
Middleweight Grand Prix class and 
rode away. 

Halfway іп, he had a 2.5-second lead, 
which he would stretch to 4.944 seconds 
by the finish of the seven-lap race. 

"We've been running pretty good 
this weekend," Kahle said after his sec- 
ond win of the weekend. "I just had to 
get out there and get away from every- 
body. Once I got a little cushion, I was 
on cruise control." 

Mike Luke used a last-minute draft- 
pass to snatch second from Randall 
Mannenga, whom he'd been chasing for 
the final three laps. 

"| had a lot of work cut out for me on 
the last lap," Luke said. "I haven't been 
100 percent this weekend. These next 
couple of races might do me in. I’m glad 
everything went really well on that last 
lap." 

“Т thought I had Mike (Luke) covered 
on that last lap,” Mennenga said, “but he 
did a good move on me on the last lap." 

Down Low Racing's Joseph Fletcher 
took fourth, with Jim Lester moving into 
fifth on the final lap.

Saturday's final race, run as the sun 
was quickly setting over the grand- 
stands, was the Expert Middleweight 
Sport Bike contest, and Kahle was again 
in control. 

From the start to the finish, Kahle 
was never headed and not severely chal- 
lenged, though Wood was there if Kahle 
bobbled - which he didn't. 

Todd Harrington of 4&6 Cycles took 
over third on the sixth lap of seven, with 
Mike Luke beating Mennenga to the line 
by about a wheel. 

Grigg began his winning ways in Fri- 
day's Unlimited Grand Prix, but it 
wasn't easy. 

After a not-great start, Grigg had to 
run down John Scheehser, which he did, 
with KWS Motorsports' McGrath in 
tow. 

The trio was quickly away from the 
rest of the 24-rider field, with Grigg tak- 
ing the lead on the run down the back 
straight on the fourth lap, about halfway 
into the race. 

From there, he was never headed - 
not that he had any breathing room. 
Right to the end, Scheehser and 
McGrath kept the heat on, the pair com- 
ing up .274 of a second short at the end. 

Mike Luke took fourth on another 
Yamaha R-1, with Rue Racing's John 
Ashmead wheelying his way to fifth on 
a Kawasaki ZX-7. 

For McGrath, it was a moral victory, 
the South Carolinian flogging his Suzuki 
GSX-R750 to third after chasing Grigg's 
Muzzy Raptor 840 and Scheehser's 
Yamaha R-1. 

"We haven't ridden these bikes all 





year, so we're just getting used to 
them," Grigg said. "We're working on 
our setup to get ready for Sunday. John 
(Scheehser) rode really well. I just about 
ran into the back of him a couple of 
times when I caught up to him. I was 
surprised to see that he was still there 
when I finally got past him, so he must 
have really stepped it up a Dit." 

Friday's win was fast, but Grigg's 
first win on Saturday was the fastest of 
the weekend, though it was still hard to 
come by. 

Scheehser got the jump on the field in 
Unlimited Superbike. Lee's Performance 
Center's Richard Pacella ran second, 
with Grigg an early third. 

-Grigg drafted his way into second on 
the second lap, then blew by Scheehser 
over the NASCAR turn-four tunnel. He 
seemed to be pulling away, but 
Scheehser ate him up on the brakes in 
the infield, only to get outmuscled on 
the banking. 

There wasn't much between them 
right to the end, with Grigg leading out 
of the chicane and hanging on to win by 
034 of a second after averaging 109.688 
mph. The reason it was that close, he 
said, was that he ran into transmission 
trouble. 

"I did it by the book that time,” 
Scheehser said. "He's got a littlé more 
horsepower than I do." 

Pacella was all by himself in third, 
more than 30 seconds in front of the 
fourth-placed bike of Devin Battley. 

Grigg's final win came with a draft- 
pass of his friend David McGrath in the 
Expert Heavyweight Superbike race. 
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In this one, Grigg got an awful start, 
mired at the back of the top 10 on the 
first lap after a clutch adjustment he 
made before the race proved to be 
wrong. He added to his troubles by run- 
ning off the track before putting his 
head down and moving up. Grigg 
moved up to sixth on the second lap; he 
was third on the third lap and into sec- 
ond on the fourth lap. 

McGrath had been leading, and on 
the 15th lap he had about 15 bike 
lengths on the charging Grigg - a mar- 
gin that would evaporate on the final 
lap, when Grigg moved into McGrath's 
shadow. 

And there he sat, waiting for the final 
lap, knowing he could use the run to the 
flag to his advantage. McGrath held his 
breath, but he felt Grigg coming and 
knew he'd been had. 

“I thought I had it,” McGrath said. 
"Steve spoiled my party. I was concen- 
trating really hard on getting through 
the chicane, and I did. I didn't start feel- 
ing he was back there until I got up on 
the banking. As soon as I saw him out of 
the corner of my eye, there was nothing 
I could really do to hold him off." 

"The bad part about it is, Dave and 
his dad work as hard on their bikes as 
me and my dad do,” Grigg said. “I wish 
we could all win. That was a tremen- 
dous race. We did some clutch work 
before the race, and that obviously 
wasn't the way to go. Then I made a 
mistake in the west-end horseshoe and 
got off in the grass. It took me three laps 
to catch back up with the draft, and 
when I finally did, there was one lap to 
go, so I had to work fast." 

Ashmead took third, about two sec- 
onds behind the leaders. 

Bart Shiflett used the whole weekend 
to run up his tally. On Thursday he rode 
to a 1.986-second win over Brandon 


 Bashore in the Amateur GT-1 race. Robb 


Martin was third on the Fender Bender 
Auto Body Suzuki. The top three were 
all Suzuki GSX-R750-mounted. 

Shiflett’s Saturday began with a win 
in the Amateur Heavyweight Sport Bike 
race. 

After a red flag right off the start, 
Shiflett quickly moved up into the mix, 
trailing Bowman on the second lap and 
taking another two laps to get by him. 

By then it was the halfway point in 
the race and the top two were starting to 
edge away, with Brandon Bashore back 
in third - but getting caught from behind. 

Shiflett led the final lap, into the chi- 
cane and out - a potentially perilous 
spot, but he was able to make it work, 
holding off Bowman by .322 of a second. 

"He was getting through the chicane 
a little hard than I was," Shiflett said. 
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About 16 seconds back came Robb 
Martin and Mario Martin, with Brandon 
Bashore dropping to fifth after nearly 
high-siding in the west-end horseshoe 
on the final lap. 

Shiflett didn't get going right away in 
the Amateur Middleweight Sport Bike 
race, and by the time he did, the front- 
runners were just far enough away to 
make victory elusive. 

John-O Bowman, the younger broth- 
er of Jamie Bowman, put the Cycles of 
Palm Beach Honda CBR600 in the lead 
right from the start, fighting with Sport- 
land's Scott Hermersmann and Cycle 
Products of Gainesville's Jep Palmour, 
as well as Team Pro-Motion's Gordon 
Conwell - who dropped out on the 
fourth lap. 

By then, Charley Gainey had 
moved into the mix, running side by 
side with Bowman; Hermersmann was 
right there, and Shiflett was just off 
the back. 

There was more swapping among 
the leaders right to the final lap, with 
Bowman leading through the infield 
from Palmour, with Hermersmann third 
in front of Shiflett. 

Shiflett took third in the chicane on 
the final lap and watched as Palmour 
went under Bowman on the east bank- 
ing, the trio running three wide to the 
flag, with Bowman winning by a wheel 
(officially .010 of a second), with Shiflett 
in their wake. 

“1 knew they were coming after me," 
Bowman said. “I could feel them in the 
chicane. They were right on me. There 
ain't no one that beats me through the 
chicane." 

^He was just faster out of the chicane 
and I came down and got in his draft,” 
Palmer said. 

Gainey ended up fourth, in front of 
Hermersmann. 

Three races later, Shiflett came back 
to win his third race - the Amateur 
Heavyweight Superbike contest - 
aboard his Suzuki GSX-R750. 

He and Brandon Bashore made a 
slight break from the 34-rider field by 
the halfway mark, with Shiflett drafting 
into the lead at the start-finish line to 
end the fourth lap. Bashore fought back 
to run under Shiflett in the International 
Horseshoe, and held the spot for the 
duration, right up until the final run to 
the stripe. 

That's when Shiflett ran around the 
outside of Bashore on the banking, 
using a backmarker to slingshot him 
into the lead and take the win by a scant 
.157 of a second. 

“1 got a good drive out of three," 
Bashore said. "I was right there." 

Lost in the shuffle was John-O Bow-

man, who took third, about 7.5 seconds 
back. 

“ТТІ take third any day," he said. “I 
was pushing as hard as I could." 

Five seconds back came a pair of 
unrelated Martins - Hooter's Suzuki's 
Mario Martin and Robb Martin. 

From the minute he hit the track on 
Thursday, Charles Gainey started win- 
ning. First up was the 15-lap Amateur 
GT-2, which he easily won over John-O 
Bowrnan, finishing 11.506 seconds in 
front of Bowman, with Shawn Walker 
third on a Fast Lane Cycles Honda. 

The top three - in fact, the top seven - 
were Honda CBR600-mounted. 

On Saturday, Gainey and Bowman 
again hooked up, with Bowman leading 
the Amateur Middleweight Superbike 
contest from the third lap on. Gainey, 
meanwhile, was closing after making 
his way through the 53-rider field. 

Just when it appeared that Bowman 
was edging away, Gainey turned up the 
heat and closed on the penultimate lap. 
He made the pass entering the chicane, 
with Bowman coming back at him and 
Gainey holding the spot into the final 
lap. 

Then, starting the final tour, Bowman 
hit a little traffic, and Gainey had just 
under 10 bike lengths going into the sec- 
ond horseshoe. If there was an edge, it 
was in power, and Gainey was able to 
fight off the draft and power to victory 
by 1.084 seconds. 

“I had a horrible start,” Gainey said. 
“I didn't know if I'd be able to get 
around him or not." 

“Не made me work for that one," 
Bowman said. "I don't think I'm going 
to get to win one of these if he keeps 
coming up on me like that." (Bowman 
got his win, in Amateur Middleweight 
Sport Bike, halfway into Saturday's pro- 
gram. Gainey took fourth in that race.) 

There was a five-rider battle for 
third, with Gordon Conwell getting the 
spot just in front of TBR Racing's Ken 
Stafford. 

The top four finishers were all 
aboard Hondas. 

Gainey and Bowman faced off again 
in the Amateur Middleweight Grand 
Prix, but neither took home the gold 
here. That went to Jep Palmour, but it 
wasn't easy. 

Palmour dug himself a hole after 
crashing while trying to avoid а 
downed rider in the chicane on the first 
lap, an accident that brought out a red 
flag. The bike was repaired and he was 
able to make the restart. 

Bowman led from the start and 
looked like he was gone, only to find 
himself hounded by Gainey. Fast Lane 
Cycles Shawn Walker was an early 


third, with Palmour working his way 
through the 43-rider pack. 

Things tightened up midrace, with 
Gainey now in front of Bowman, with 
Palmour а close third and then a gap to 
Hermersmann. 

The order scrambled on the fifth lap, 
with Palmour now out front, Gainey 
second, and then Bowman. 

Gainey took it back on the final lap, 
but not by much, and the run to the flag 
was set. When they crossed the line, 
Gainey and Palmour were side by side, 
with the nod going to Palmour by .010 
of a second. Bowman was third, fol- 
lowed by Walker and Hermersmann. 

“We had an accident in the chicane 
when a gentleman went down in front 
of us and we had nowhere to go," Pal- 
mour said. "Fortunately, we were able 
to get it fixed, get back out there, and 
WIR. 5. 

“That was a hell of a ride out there,” 
Bowman said after taking third. 
"Charles (Gainev) and them pulled 
away from us about the middle of the 
race. We were just trying to hang on to 
third after that." €N

here were 47 riders in the class, 

but this was а two-man fight - 

KWS Motorsports’ David 
McGrath facing off against 4&6 Cycle’s 
Todd Harrington for the EBC Brakes 
Sport Bike title. McGrath would prevail, 
but not by much, and it was only with 
the help of lapped traffic that his victory 
could be assured. 

The Kawasaki-mounted Harrington 
led from the start, and it took a while for 
McGrath and his Suzuki to join him. 
Once he did, Harrington had his hands 
full, but he didn’t give up. Though 
McGrath passed him on the seventh lap, 
Harrington took it right back and held 
the spot - right up until the end of the 
11-lap, 39.16-mile race. McGrath took 
the lead early in the lap and had the 
muscle to pull away from Harrington on 
the backstretch. When he put a back- 
marker between them in the chicane, the 
race was over. |

"That was а gift,” McGrath said. "I 
was fortunate to get past some lapped 
traffic and keep Todd (Harrington) 
behind me. Everybody raced clean. It 
was really gratifying to win this." 

"I blew my last-lap plan because of 
some traffic," lamented Harrington. "It 
was.a great race." 

Lost in the shuffle was the fact that 
Brian Livengood had wrapped up the 
class championship with his eighth- 
place finish. He came in with a huge 
lead on McGrath, and although 
McGrath did what he could to make it 
close, it wasn't enough. At the end of 
the six-race series, Livengood finished 
with 154 points - four more than 
McGrath. Harrington was third with 134 
points. 

Harrington had started from the pole 
position, a spot he was given after the 
Kawasaki ZX-6 of Penguin Racing 
School's Eric Wood was found to pro- 
duce too much power. The number-one 
plate holder was forced to the back off 
the 47-rider grid. 

From the pole, Harrington bolted, 
controlling the race from the front, with 
David Joseph Rose his closest company. 

McGrath made his way to third on 
the fourth lap, closing up on Rose and 
hounding him for a handful of laps. 

At the end of the sixth lap and the 
beginning of the seventh lap, McGrath 
went from third to first, with Harring- 
ton taking it back before the dogleg on 
the seventh. McGrath went around him 
on the west banking and into the chi- 
cane, with Rose losing touch and even- 
tually fading to seventh. 

For the final three laps, it was strictly 
a two-rider race, with Harrington in 
front on the eighth lap, losing it momen- 
tarily, and then taking it back going into 
turn one on the ninth lap. 

The spot was his until the final lap, 
the 11th, when McGrath made his way 
by, holding on the power through the 
infield and onto the banking. He should 
have been a sitting duck, but he man- 
aged to pull out a healthy lead and was 
further aided when he managed to stuff 
his "way into the chicane just ahead of a 
backmarker. That pretty much decided 
it. 

McGrath would win the race by 1.194 
seconds in 21 minutes, 55.961 seconds at 
an average speed of 107.128 mph. 

Clifford's Cycle's James Milroy Jr. 
passed Rose on the seventh lap to take 
over third, fronting a pack of five riders 
for a lap or two before edging away to a 
secure spot. 

^We threw this bike together after 
crashing yesterday," Milroy said. "It 
was a miracle to get on this podium 
today." 


Fifth was less clear-cut, with a trio of 
riders mixing it up on the final lap. 
Randy Mennenga came out on top of 
Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's Grant Lopez 
and Wood, who had made it up to sixth 
on the 10th lap. 

Lopez had led on the 10th, with 
Wood and Mennenga getting by in the 
chicane on that same lap. Mennenga got 
back in front into turn one, with Lopez 
next, then Rose and Wood, with Wood 
making up a spot at the finish. 

After Rose came Livengood, fol- 
lowed by Manny Manusuthakis, who 
made up a spot after Byron Barbour

nce he got the lead in the Sunoco 
Race Fuels GTU class, Penguin 
Racing School's Eric Wood wasn't 
going to give it up. Not only was he not 
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giving it up, he wasn't giving anyone any 
hope that they might take it from him. : 

So from the third lap on, this class 
belonged to Eric Wood, and the 
Kawasaki rider would take that lead 
right to the checkered flag. He would 
get there 3.352 seconds in front of 4&6 
Cycle's Todd Harrington.

very final stages of the race, when Har- 


rington gained the slightest bit of 
breathing room. 

“Hey, that was fast,” the Kawasaki- 
mounted Harrington said. “Eric (Wood) 
really had some horsepower on me and 
made it tough. But it was a good race.” 

“(That was) the fastest I’ve gone all 
weekend,” Landers said. “Eric just sort 
of took off from us there. I tried to stay 
up there with those guys, but I couldn't 
hold on." 

The pack behind the leader was tight 
for a few laps, and then it quickly 
spread out. Brian Livengood, who'd 
already wrapped up the class title, tan- 
gled with Kris Clubb the whole way, 
getting the better of him in the end. 
Kawasaki-mounted Clubb was fifth. 

Then came Kawasaki rider James 
Milroy Jr. by himself. 

Manny  Manusuthakis passed 
Edward Bartoli on the final lap for sev- 
enth, with a pair of Hondas belonging to 
Gabriel Henning and Mark Lawson fill- 
ing out the top 10.

And they'd catch him. McGrath did 
so first, on the inside entering the Inter- 
national Horseshoe on the fifth of seven 
laps.

t has the somewhat overinflated 
a title of Harley-Davidson Twin 

Sports World Final. It was a race 
that featured exactly one rider from out- 
side the lower 48 - Thomas Pfromm of 
Bonn, Germany. And it all took place in 
the course of a weekend. None of which 
mattered to Shawn Higbee. 

The Tilley’s H-D/Buell rider won 
both races by - for this class - astound- 
ing margins to unequivocally claim the 
haughty title. 

Higbee won the first race in some- 
thing of a runaway for this class. His 
lead was so secure on the final lap that 
there was no threat of a draft-pass on 
the way to the line. The margin over 
Lancaster H-D/Buell’s Randy Texter 
was 2.943 seconds at the end of the 
seven-lap, 25-mile race, which he won in 
15 minutes, 33.031 seconds at an average 
speed of 96.151 mph. It seemed like a lot 
- until the second race. 

That one he won by an unheard-of 
10.574 seconds, having broken the draft 
of his 17 pursuers early on and then rid- 
ing his own race to the double victory. 

“I never thought Га win two here at 
Daytona," Higbee said. "I started the

race with the attitude to finish well 
enough to win the World cup. Once I 
got out front, I just kept pushing it." 

Second went to NASB H-D Twin 
Sports number-one plate holder Billy 
Graef, who'd successfully defended his 
title in Saturday's race. And Mike Cic- 
cotto, who crashed out of the first race 
while running at the front of the field, 
was third on the Stevens Racing/WKR 
Enterprises Harley. 

Fourth went to Lancaster H- 
D/Buell’s Randy Texter, which, com- 
bined with his second in the first race, 
gave him second overall, one in front of 
Graef. 

Miller Electrical Construction’s Jess 
Roeder was fifth. 

Stevens Racing’s Mike Ciccotto got 
the jump on the field in the first race, 
followed in quick order by Hal's H-D's 
Billy Graef, Tilley’s H-D/Buell's Shawn 
Higbee, Lancaster H-D/Buell’s Randy 
Texter, and Michael Barnes, filling in for 
the disqualified David Estok on the Bar- 
tel’s Harley-Davidson 883. 

Nearing the end of the first lap, Timo- 
thy Johnson and Chris Demopoulos 
crashed in the chicane, bringing out the 
red flag. Neither would make the re-start. 

That would go to Texter, Graef, Hig- 
bee and Ciccotto, the top four nearly 
making a clean break from the now 21- 
rider field until they were suddenly 
caught by Daytona Harley-Davidson's 
Richie Morris going into the chicane. 
Braking hard and using the draft, Mor- 
ris went from fifth to first and then to 
second, settling in among the leaders. 

Ciccotto would lead at the start-finish 
line, with Morris second, and Higbee 
third in front of Miller's Electrical Con- 
struction's Jess Roeder, the 1998 Harley- 
Davidson 883 Dirt Track Champion, 
who was followed by Graef and Texter: 

Roeder took the lead going onto the 
banking, with Higbee taking his first 
shot at the point on the 3000-foot back- 
stretch and holding it across the stripe; 
Roeder was next, followed by Graef and 
Ciccotto. 

Roeder liked it out front, so he went 
back there with an aggressive move into 
turn one, moving Higbee back one posi- 
tion to just in front of Ciccotto, but not 
for long. Higbee returned the favor, 
only to get shuffled back going into the 
chicane, with Ciccotto in third in front of 
Texter and Graef, the trio just behind the 
top five. 

Four wide ending the third lap, Hig- 
bee emerged out front, with Roeder sec- 
ond, Texter and Ciccotto next, and then 
Graef and Morris. Now it appeared that 
Higbee had control, holding the spot 
until the sixth lap, when he lost it going 
into turn one after getting caught up by 
the pursuing trio. 








It was Ciccotto once again out front, 
with Roeder, Higbee and Texter all 
within about three bike lengths of each 
other. Formed up just behind was a trio 
led by Bartel's H-D's Shaun Russell, fol- 
lowed by Graef and Barnes. 

The shuffling out front began going 
onto the banking and didn't end until 
they were clear round to turn one on the 
final lap. Higbee and Ciccotto were side 
by side with Higbee holding it on just 
enough longer to re-establish himself as 
the leader - Roeder and Texter were 
now just far enough back to be nonfac- 
tors for the win. 

The lead pair raced through the 
infield into the West End Horseshoe, 
where Ciccotto crashed, handing the win 
to Higbee and the final podium spot to 
the winner of the Roeder-Texter duel. 
His spill would cause Roeder to back off 
slightly, after he nearly got caught up in 
it. Then it would be Texter at the line by 
about a foot, after taking second and 
then losing it going into the chicane. 

"That's probably the most fun I’ve 
had racing in a while," Higbee said. "I 
really feel like I was having to ride the 
bike to its limits every lap. Everyone was 
riding real good. I had to work really 
hard to get around Mike (Ciccotto). He 
was really putting a lot of pressure on 
me on the last lap until he went down." 

After the photo finish for second, Tex- 
ter said: "I had no idea if I was second or 
third going across the line. Ciccotto went 
down and slowed up Jess just enough 
for me to catch up to his draft." 

“Не was putting up a good fight," 
Roeder said. "They were killing me in the 
horseshoes. That's something Гуе got to 
work on. When Ciccotto went down, 1 
had to get off it. He about took my front 
wheel out. That's racing. Shawn was 
gone. There's no doubt about it." 

Russell ended up in fourth, with 
Graef fifth in front of Pfromm, the Ger- 
man who was aboard the Low Coun- 
try's H-D mount. 

Graef jumped to the front of the sec- 
ond race, with Higbee back in fifth at 
the start but in second by the time they 
hit the banking. He was soon in the 
lead. 

Не and Graef left the field, then Hig- 
bee left Graef and was gone. 

He completed the seven-lap, 25-mile 
race in 15 minutes, 25.474 seconds at an 
average speed of 96.236 mph. It was the 
faster of the two races. 

Graef was embroiled in a conflict 
with Ciccotto and Barnes, riding the 
Bartel's H-D, with Texter and Roeder 
just behind. 

The trio contesting second was soon 
joined by the pair fighting for fifth, so it 
became a five-rider pack that was swap- 
ping spots in every corner. 

Ciccotto was mostly able to stay out 
front, though Roeder displaced him on 
the fifth lap before Ciccotto took it back. 
Meanwhile, Graef was waiting and 
planning, dropping as far back as fifth 
on the penultimate lap, a spot he was in 
no hurry to improve on. 

Starting the final lap, Higbee was 
way out front; then came Barnes in front 
of Ciccotto, Texter, Roeder and Graef. 

Roeder drafted his way into second 
into the chicane, with Graef not making 
his move prematurely. Instead, he'd 
wait until the final run to the flag, when 
he'd use the draft of the other four rid- 
ers to take second. Ciccotto came along 
to take third, followed by Texter and 
Roeder, with Barnes back in sixth.

Doney at 
the end

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, NOV. 1 

reg Doney held the Sunoco 
Race Fuels GT Lights' lead for 
the least amount of time, but 
his reign at the front included the trip 
across the finish line - which he 
crossed just ahead of a fight for second 
place to take his first class win of the 
year. 

Doney took advantage of a mental 
error by second-placed Jason Clay, 
who'd led a lead pack of five early on 
before dropping back to fourth and then 
recovered to take back the lead on the 
final lap. 

Doney thought they were on the 
white-flag lap when in fact they were on 
the final lap, so he timed his move 
badly. 

"What a race," Clay said. "It was a 
mess. I thought we had another lap to 
go, so I was setting up Greg (Doney) for 
a last-lap pass. But when I saw the 
checkers, I knew it was too late to do 
anything." 

“It was a hard race - a bunch of fast 
guys. It was close all the way," said 








third-placed Dominic Aubry, who'd set 
fast time in qualifying. 

It was close all the way. Right from 
the start, it was clear there were five fast 
guys among the 19-rider field, and there 
wasn't one among them who could 
dominate. 

Aubry was right up there, along with 
Clay and Doney, as well as Christopher 
Boy and Philip Digregorio. 

They were on a hodgepodge of 
equipment, as the rules allow. Doney 
was on a Honda Hawk 700, Clay was on 
a Yamaha 560, Aubry was aboard a 
Honda Hawk 650, Boy rode a Ducati 
750, and Digregorio was on a Yamaha 
400. 

Aubry led lap one, Clay laps two and 
three, Aubry was back in front for lap 
four, and then Boy ran to the front, 
where he'd be on the fifth, sixth and 
seventh laps - but not the entire seventh 
lap. Boy tucked the front end on his 
Ducati in turn one on the final lap, relin- 
quishing the lead and nearly taking 
Sherry Dowling down with him. By 
now, Digregorio was also out. 

The lead three exiting the infield 
were Clay, Doney and Aubry, with a 
gap to Dowling, then a bigger gap back 
to Sean McNew. 

On the run out of the chicane, it was 
Doney using the draft to take the win 
from Clay and Aubry. 

His margin of victory was .354 of a 
second, and he completed the seven- 
lap, 25-mile race in 15 minutes, 5.061 











seconds at an average speed of 99.123 
mph. 

"I'm glad to do so well after my crash 
yesterday," Doney said. 

The title belonged to sixth-placed fin- 
isher Bill Wacholder on the Hamel Tool 
& Die Suzuki 400. He ends the year with 
161 points - 26 ahead of Ron Perry, who 
crashed out on the second lap after qual- 
ifying second. Doney ends the year in 
third with 93 points. 

Behind Wacholder came Laverda- 
mounted Charles Sander, just ahead of 
Yamaha 250-mounted Paul Wright.

idn't cruising used to be some- 
thing you did from one end of 
town to the other? We used to 
think so. 

Nowadays, it seems cruising 
is something } you do from one 
end of the state to the other. With the 
many new cruiser-touring bikes from 
Japan coming on the scene - such as the 
Kawasaki Vulcan Nomad; Honda's ACE 
Tourer, Valkyrie Tourer, and new 
Valkyrie Interstate; and Yamaha's own 
Tour Classic and Tour Deluxe models 
we are now capable of cruising greater 
distances. 

None of these motorcycles, however, 
are what we would call true touring 
bikes. In other words, none of them pose 
a serious threat to the real king of long- 
distance travel, the Honda Gold Wing, 

not to mention Harley-Davidson's Elec- 
tra Glide models. Yet from this relative- 
ly new and growing cruiser-touring cat- 
egory comes a motorc ycle ready to 
cruise from coast to coast and challenge 
the Gold Wing on its own turf: the all- 
new Yamaha Venture Royal Star, a bike 
truly designed to be ridden from sea to 
shining sea. 

The Venture Royal Star is Yamaha's 
first full-dress touring bike since the 


Yamaha re-enters the 


























Venture Royale, which last roamed the 
countryside in 1992. That year, Yamaha 
surrendered the interstates to the Gold 
Wing. Even Suzuki and eventually 
. Kawasaki pulled the plug on their 
respective grand tourers - the Cavalcade 
and the Voyager - as they were unable 
to compete with the Gold Wing's Cadil- 
lac-smooth performance. 

But even some Gold Wingers are 
beginning to grumble a little bit. 

Recently, we've heard more and 
more Wingers say that they're getting 
somewhat tired of the Gold Wing's 
styling, which hasn't changed much in 
the last 10 years. Some have even said 


pet 


that they're getting a little turned off by 
the Wing's carlike mannerisms and that 
they want something with more "motor- 
cycle character," yet that still provides 
long-range riding comfort. 

Obviously, Yamaha has heard the 
same things and got to thinking. 

Yamaha knew that when it came to 
“styling” and "motorcycle character," 
they already had those bases covered 
with its Royal Star models. Tack on a 
few touring necessities - such as full 
wind protection, large saddlebags, and 
stereo - and Yamaha knew the timing 
was right to reintroduce the all-new 
Venture. 

Actually, transforming the Royal Star 
into a long-distance tourer was not as 
easy as it sounds; in fact, it was a major 
undertaking. For one, engineers and 
designers knew that the addition of big 
saddlebags, a trunk, a full fairing and a 
stereo, among other things, would add 
weight to a motorcycle already in need 
of a diet. Furthermore, the increased bal- 
last certainly would not benefit a motor 
that, in previous Royal Star models, was 
criticized for being underpowered. 
There was no way around it: A new 
frame and major engine modifications 
were in order. 

The major difference between the 
Venture's frame and that of the rest of 
the Royal Star line is its single (rather 
than dual) perimeter-type backbone. 
Not only is the new frame claimed to be 
lighter and more rigid, it provides more 
space for a larger six-gallon fuel tank 
and ample breathing room for the larger 


32mm (up 4mm) BDSR Mikuni carbure- - 


tors. The other Royal Star models suffer 
from an overly compact intake area (not 
to mention small carbs), which resulted 
in a lack of air and a lack of horsepower. 

The frame's geometry remains pretty 
much the same, except for changing the 
caster angle by one degree, from 30 to 
29. Wheelbase expanded by about an 
inch, as well. 

Since the carrying loads of touring 
bikes change often, an air-adjustable 
shock is used in the Venture. To accom- 
modate the new shock, the link-type 
rear-suspension system is radically

altered. Whereas the shock on the Royal 
Star models lies parallel to the ground 
and underneath the swingram-pivot 
area, the Venture's shock sits straight up 
and down, runs through the swingarm 
and behind the pivot area. Yamaha 
claims 4.13 inches of rear-wheel travel. 

Air-assisted 43mm forks, furnishing 
5.51 inches of wheel travel, hold up the 
front of the bike. 

Yamaha engineers claim a 30-percent 
horsepower increase out of the Ven- 
ture's revamped, liquid-cooled, 79- 
cubic-inch, DOHC, 16-valve, V-four 
motor. Most of that increase was found 
by simply giving the Venture more air 
to breathe through its new large-capaci- 
ty, dual-intake system. Of course, the 
larger Mikunis help as well. 

Since vibration is one of the touring 
rider's worst enemies, Yamaha engi- 
neers tried to alleviate this problem by 
installing a counter-rotating balancer in 
the engine. 

At the opposite end of the intake sys- 
tem, Yamaha chose to go with a four- 
into-two, three-piece exhaust system, 
designed to be easily broken down for 
replacement with an aftermarket con- 
version, if the owner so desires. 

Compared to the other Royal Stars, 
the Venture features different transmis- 
sion ratios (geared toward touring), cam 
timing, a larger radiator, and a more 
powerful 14-volt electrical system to run 
plenty of accessories. 

The Venture is stacked full of touring 






amenities to make those long, never- 
ending stretches of open highway bear- 
able. A large upper fairing (including 
separate lowers) and windscreen pro- 
tects the rider and passenger from the 
elements, and the fairing also houses the 
cruise control on/off switch (the func- 
tion buttons, however, are located next 
to the throttle), a DC outlet, a knob to 
adjust the angle of the headlight beam, 
and a full audio system. The remote 
thumb-controlled audio system includes 
an AM-FM tuner/cassette player, CB, 
intercom and four-way speakers, as well 
as being rigged for the installation of 
your own CD changer. 

The eye-catching instrument panel 
looks like it was taken straight out of a 
'57 Studebaker, but the LCD needle, 
which runs from one side of the panel to 
the other, takes away some of that feel- 
ing of nostalgia that Yamaha was obvi- 
ously going after. 

The hard, color-matched saddlebags 
(35 liters) and trunk (57 liters) offer 
plenty of storage space and are designed 
to be extremely easy to operate (which 
they are). You can easily squeeze two 
helmets into the trunk. The saddlebags 
are not, however, easily detachable, but 
removable bag liners will be available 
for them from Yamaha's accessory 
department. (By the way, one key oper- 
ates the ignition and bag locks.) 

As for other accessories for the Ven- 
ture, Yamaha says it will offer many 
aftermarket goodies, such as a trunk

rack, saddlebag trim rails, a front-fender 
trim rail, plenty of chrome covers, and 
an assortment of billet items. 

Colorwise, the Venture will be avail- 


able in two conservative color schemes: . 


Titanium grey / Marble silver, and Bor- 
deaux red /Shimmering silver. 

Yamaha obviously has a lot of faith 
in the Venture's reliability, as it will be 
offered with a standard five-year, 
unlimited-mileage warranty. But for 
even more peace of mind, Yamaha will 
be offering its Royal Star Road Service 
membership, which includes a 24-hour 
toll-free service line, 24-hgur roadside 
assistance, 24-hour emergency towing, 
locksmith service, dealer-locator service, 
trip-interruption benefits, and a cus- 
tomized trip-planning service. 

Yamaha recently gave us the oppor- 
tunity to put a few hundred miles on the 
Venture, and we came away impressed 
with the new tourer. Unfortunately, 
every one of those miles came in cold 
and drizzly weather conditions while 
we toured in Maine. But the Venture’s 
fairing and large windscreen proved 
their worth by doing an admirable job of 
keeping the wet stuff off the rider, 
though there are small openings in the 
lower sections that leave the rider’s 
knees and shins exposed. 

We also saw no evidence of water 
sneaking into any of the bags or the 
trunk. 

Despite the added weight, the Ven- 
ture is by far the most powerful of all 
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(Right) The upper

the Royal S&ar models. It delivers nice 
power through the gears but accelerates 
a little lazily while cruising along in 
overdrive (fifth gear). There's plenty of 
power on tap to overtake slower traffic, 
but it helps to click down a gear - from 
overdrive - before making your move. 

The Venture hums along comfortably 
and quietly at highway speeds, the tach 
needle seemingly content to hover around 
the 3500-rpm mark. The bike is also sur- 
prisingly smooth, transmitting very little 
vibration to the rider's hands and feet 
even at higher-than-normal cruising 
speeds. Even more surprising is the fact 
that the motor is not rubber-mounted to 
the frame and is as smooth as it is. 

Long days in the saddle shouldn't be 
a problem at all on the Venture, as the 
large leather seat provides plenty of 
back support and comfort. The handle- 
bars reach out to the rider, and the floor- 
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boards are positioned right where they 
should be. The low 29.5-inch seat height 
makes rolling to a stop a stress-free 
maneuver. 

You'll never forget that you're haul- 
ing around an 850-plus-pound motor- 
cycle, as this bike certainly feels heavy. 
Luckily, the Venture has excellent low- 
and high-speed stability, and coaxing it 
through the turns doesn't take too much 
muscle. Overall, it's a good-handling 

machine, and the suspension is fairly 
cush, though it's best to avoid sharp- 
edged potholes, or you might loosen a 
filling or two. 

Hauling the big Venture in isn't any- 


thing to write home about, but then 


again, the dual 298mm front- and single 
320mm rear-disc brakes are asked to do 
the unenviable job of counteracting all 
that forward momentum. Thankfully, 
they are up to the task. 
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(Left) The full-dress 
Venture will carry a 
suggested retail price of 
$15,499. Yamaha will offer 
plenty of accessories for 
its new long-distance 
cruiser.

There's a price to pay for that beauti- 
ful instrument panel: function. Except 
for the speedometer, most of the digital 
readouts are small and hard to read, 
including the odo, twin trip, fuel trip 
and clock, which are all combined into 
one readout so that, depending on what 
mode you're looking for, you need to 
press either the reset or select buttons. 
(We could never remember which ones 
did what while on the bike.) Unfortu- 
nately, the buttons are small and next to 
impossible to operate while wearing big 
winter gloves - or any kind of gloves, for 
that matter. 

Even the audio system is a little com- 


plicated to use. Too few buttons handle . 


too many functions. It's kind of like try- 
ing to figure out how to set your digital 
watch, which isn't something you want 
to do while cruising down the road. 
However, the buttons that you'll use 
most often - such as the volume, preset 
and station adjustments - are easily 
accessible. Like the Gold Wing's audio 
system, the Venture's system includes 
automatic speed-controlled volume, and 
the speakers are strong enough to over- 
power wind noise. As far as overall 
sound quality, the Venture's audio sys- 
tem is good, but it's not in the same 
league as the Gold Wing's. 

. Yamaha claims the Venture has а 
touring range of more than 225 miles. 
For now, we'll have to take their word 
for it. We did, however, one day ride the 
Venture 190 miles - nonstop - and the 
warning light went on at about 180 
miles. At that point, we were told that 
you have at least another 10 miles before 
having to switch to reserve, via a pet- 
cock located under the fuel tank. We 
made it to our destination still on the 
main tank. 

So, how much will the Venture cost? 
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Yamaha is asking $15,499, which is con- 
siderably less than the comparable 1998 
Harley-Davidson Ultra Classic Electra 
Glide model, which runs for about 
$18,800. Compared to the 1998 Honda 
SE ($17,399) and Aspencade ($14,999) 
Gold Wing models, the Venture falls 
between the two bikes. 

Start looking for the Venture to hit 
showroom floors early next year. 

Hopefully, we'll get a chance to put 
more miles on the new Venture soon, 
but for now, we wouldn't hesitate to 
plan a long journey on the newest mem- 
ber of the Royal Star family - perhaps а 
cruise from Mexico to Canada, or from 
California.to Florida, would be nice. 
With the Venture, a trip around town 
simply won't do anymore. CN

The last round of Hare and Hound 
competition was organized by AMA 
District 37's 100s Motorcycle Club and 
co-sponsored by Montclair Yamaha, 
which wowed the 320 racers by entering 
everyone who signed up in a Saturday 
night drawing that had racers walking 


‘away with such goodies as a Yamaha 


PW50, a Yamaha patio set and a Royal 
Star letterman's jacket - as well as tires, 
filters, hats and shirts from Ty Davis' 
sponsors. 

Gusty winds made getting a good 
night's sleep difficult after the prize fest, 
and Lucerne Valley was still being buf- 
feted the next morning as the racers 
made last-minute preparations for the 
9:30 a.m. start. The wind made the 
sunny morning seem much colder than 
the 60 degrees that registered on the 
thermometer at race time, but it helped 
a lot when the charge began up the silty 
bomb run. 

Idaho's Brian Brown led the uphill 
dash on a Kawasaki KX500, but Davis 
had his Yamaha close behind and swept 
past Brown to take over the number-one 
spot as he passed the bomb and set off 
in search of the course ribbon. 

"| got a good start, and me and my 
Curtis Sparks four-stroke were right 
there, second to the bomb," Davis said. 
"| passed Brown in the whoops and I 
led it from there on." ; 

Brown tucked in behind as the 38- 
mile first loop got under way, but he 
was pushed back to third by a hard- 
charging Paul Krause - and then 








knocked back into fourth as Davis' 
Yamaha teammate Donnie Book got his 
YZ250 moving at full speed. 

Fast starts were also logged by Ari- 
zona's Destry Abbott (who was neck 
and neck with Book on points for the 
runner-up spot in the prestigious 
National Hare and Hound series when 
the banner dropped for the final round), 
KX500-mounted Jeff Capt, and the 
KTM-backed duo of Nick Pearson and 
Russ Pearson. 

“We did the pre-run for Terrible 
Town (an upcoming Nevada event) yes- 
terday, so we didn't get as much time on 
the bomb run as we'd like to - but it 
ended up okay,” said КТМ 250-mounted 
Russ Pearson. “I got about 15th to 20th at 
the start, but I was just kind of strug- 
gling. The dust got to me and | didn't 
really have a very good first loop." 

Dave Ondas, who was pushing to 
hold on to a spot in the series' top five, 
got a good jump off the line, but his start 
didn't turn out to be quite the success he 
was looking for. 

“I had a decent start, but when we 
went down the valley, it kind of horse- 
shoed," the KX500 racer explained. "I 
was on the course and a lot of people 
cut across, but 1 was able to catch back 
up. І actually passed a lot of people on 
the first loop."

Jeff Capt had a similar experience. 

“I had a good start, and I was right 
behind Davis all the way to the end of 
the bomb," said Capt. "I came in behind 
him, swung wide to the left and, by the 
time I realized where I was, everybody - 
maybe 10 guys or something - had got 
around me. They hung way to the right 
up to the mountains." 

And then there was Tommy Roberts. 

“How was my start? It was horrible, 
horrible, horrible," said Roberts. "I 
couldn't get the thing started. It took 
about 20 kicks, and then I had to pass 
everybody. I couldn't tell you how far 
back I was, and I got really tensed up, 
but I just tried to concentrate and it 
seemed to work." 

The terrain was fast-paced almost all 
the way as loop one took the racers from 
the start just off Bessemer Mine Road 
near Soggy Dry Lake out to Melville 
Dry Lake. It headed out to the north 
side of Means Lake for a dash up a large 
sand hill, went over to the north and 
west of the marine base, and then took 
the racers across the top of Galway Lake 
and into a motocrosslike dash through 
the mud hills and "moon rocks" to the 
final check. 

Davis was out in front all the way 
and Krause was pushing hard in sec- 
ond, trying to do something about it. 

"| went hard after Davis and І could 
make a little time in the fast stuff, but 
when we'd get in the tight stuff, he 
would pull away," said Krause. "It was 
a really good race course and it was 
marked well. The first loop was pretty 
fast but fun. You had to work the whole 
time." 

Book rode a consistent third all the 
way around the 38-mile opening loop. 





. Fast-starter Brown found himself bat- 


tling dust in fourth, and Abbott elbowed | 


his way up to a respectable fifth. 

"In the first loop, I didn't ride real 
well," said Abbott. "I just can't ride that 
fast stuff out here very well. The 
Kawasaki ran great - it worked awe- 
some - but I just didn't want to go that 
fast. I just didn't feel comfortable, so I 
didn't do it. I didn't want to risk it." 

Davis completed the loop in just 
under an hour and was only 12 seconds 
ahead of Krause when he hit pit row. 
There was a two-minute delay before 
third-placed Book appeared and another 
two minutes back to Brown, Abbott and 
Nick Pearson. Ondas dashed through 
the pits in seventh overall, ahead of 
Russ Pearson, Capt and 125cc-class 
leader Eric Hallgath. KX250-mounted 
racers Steve Hengeveld and Doug Chia- 
puzio came next, and Tim Staab cleared 
loop one in 13th. 

"This is my first race on a two-stroke 
in about three years," said KX500- 
mounted Staab. "I've always had poor 
starts on my four-strokes, and I knew 
that these bikes get good bomb runs, so 
I just wanted to see how I could do on 
one of them. Actually, I got pinched off 
and had a really bad start, but the bike 
was awesome and it worked really 
good." 

Casey Longman led the Four-Stroke 
Expert class in 14th overall at the first 
pit, ahead of Open Expert Ron Shuler 
and Vet Expert Dan Richardson, while 
Bryan Freeman, Shane Esposito, Donnie 
Morrison and Rick Daniel rounded out 
the top 20. 

Esposito, who had already tied up 
the National title in the 125cc Expert 
class, had decided to celebrate by trad- 
ing his YZ125 for a YZ400F. 

“I just wanted to see what it felt like 
to run up at the top instead of being 
back there on a 125," said Esposito. 

The 40-mile second loop provided a 
complete change of pace from loop one. 

"The first loop was really fast and 
had a lot of whoops in it," said Nick 
Pearson. "Basically, it was just hang-on- 
and-go-as-fast-as-you-can, but in the 
second loop they had some tight rocks. 
The second loop was neat. It got into the 
hills and into some rocks and some goat 
trails and cow trails. It was a fun 
course." 

Casey Longman described the course 
as one of the best he has ever ridden. 

"The second loop had a real good 
variety of rocks, ditches, ledges, washes 
and things like that," he said. "It was 
real awesome." 

And so was the racing. 

"Going into the second loop, I knew I 
had one chance, and that was just to 
unplug and go as fast and hard as I 
could," said Krause. 

Ditto for Abbott, who knew that get- 
ting second or third overall in the year- 
long series would be determined by 
how he did in that final 40 miles. 

"I hammered down on that second 
loop," said Abbott. "I passed Book in 
the pits and we had a great race. We 
went back and forth, back and forth. We 
were hanging it out because we both 
wanted the number-two plate (in the 
series). Whoever beat the other was 
going to get the number-two plate, and 
we were riding hard." 

Davis continued to lead as loop two 
headed out past Anderson Dry Lake. 
Krause was holding tight in second, 
Abbott and Book were neck and neck 
for third, and Brown was holding his 
own in fifth. 

Chiapuzio's hopes of a stellar finish 
faded along with his rear brakes about 
10 miles into the loop. Vet-class leader 





Richardson lost time stopping every 
few miles to kick a loose swingarm 
bolt back into place, and Hallgath's 
run at the head of the 125cc pack came 
to a sudden end when he caught his 
leg on a rock. 

"| was on а little, mellow, third- 
gear trail," Hallgath explained. “We 
were squeezing between some rocks 
and I hit a rock that just pierced me 
right in the leg. І had to lie down for 
quite a while." 

Positions were starting to turn over 
at the front of the pack, too. Nick Pear- 
son caught Brown mear the halfway 
point and knocked him back one spot, 
and Russ Pearson dodged past Ondas. 
Krause got passed by two of his com- 
petitors. 

"I kind of undid myself a little bit," 
said Krause. "I rode too much like a 
throttle jockey and stuck myself on the 
ground a couple of times, and I had to 
slow down and let Abbott and Book 
pass me." 

The Abbott-Book battle was the 
fiercest of the race. Book had the edge 
most of the way around the second 
loop, but he lost his slender advantage 
at a road crossing just three miles from 
the finish. 

"| just didn't read a road crossing 
right and I hit it and stacked it up just 
going so fast," Book said. "I was out 
over the front end for so long and finally 
I just ate it. I couldn't believe it. I was 
going so fast, I was actually pretty 
happy I could get up and go so quick. I 
think the adrenaline was what got me 
up and got me going." 

But his problems weren't over. 

“I was still in third - I was even 
ahead of Krause once I got back up - but 
I didn't have any goggles left,” he said. 
“I lost them in the crash and I just 
couldn't see, so what can you do?" 

While Book squinted his way 
through the final section, Davis was 
crossing the finish. Despite losing the 
ribbon for a minute or two almost with- 
in sight of the finish line and making a 
wide loop off to one side of the course, 
the Yamaha racer was still five minutes 
ahead of the competition when it count- 
ed, and took the checkered flag at 11:25 
a.m. 

“I got the lead right after the bomb, 
and everything went great from there," 
said Davis. “Тһе club did an awesome 
job of marking. I can't believe how well 
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they did. I’ve never ridden a race 
marked this well before." 

Abbott, who passed Krause five 
miles from the finish and bagged Book 
just three miles out, held on to cross the 
line in second - а finish that netted him 
number two in overall points. 

“Т got lucky and beat Book," Abbott 
said after finishing just inches ahead of 
Krause and half a minute in front of 
Book. "He was actually leading coming 
in and all of а sudden I saw him lying 
on the ground. The last two miles was 
just cross-grain and he reeled me back 
in. We were balls out the last two miles, 
but I made it. I was just riding consistent 
and it paid off, and the bike worked 
awesome with the Pro Circuit suspen- 
sipn and motor. I'm real happy." 

Krause, who grabbed third when 
Book went down, chased hard all the 
way to the finish, but he couldn't quite 
get by Abbott to claim second. 

"Right here in the rocks, I got up to 
Abbott and said, ‘Oh, I’ve got to try 
again, but I couldn't do it," said Krause, 
“but I had a good, clean ride - no big 
problems - and I thought it was a really 
good race course. The first loop was 
pretty fast but fun - you had to work the 
whole time, and we actually rode a lot 
of new trails Гуе never seen before in 
the second loop." 

Krause was also impressed by this 
year's National Hare and Hound Series. 

"This is probably one of the best 
years we've ever had for the series, 
because there were more winners and 
the racing has been much closer," he 
said. "I'd like to see a couple more races 
added. We need to figure out a way to 
get Oregon and Washington to step up 
to Nationals or something, so we can 
expand the series." 

Fourth overall went to YZ250-mount- 
ed Book. 

"| think I ended up third in the 
series, first 250 Expert, so I'm pretty 
happy with that," said Book. "If I 
wouldn't have done that little screw-up 
back there, it would've been better, but I 
survived. The course was really good 
for out here. It just kept you going all 
day long - really no time to rest. Just 
hammer down the whole time." 

Brian Brown, who dashed home in 
fifth overall, described his National 
Hare and Hound Series as disappoint- 
ing. 
и” was а bad series for me this year,"

said Brown. “Just getting used to a 500 
instead of a 250 takes a while. I probably 
finished fifth, sixth or seventh." 

Nick Pearson brought his KTM 380 
across the line in sixth, just ahead of 
KTM 250-mounted Russ Pearson. 

"| think I finished about sixth in the 
series. I broke my foot early on, so I 
missed two races, but it's a good series 
and I can't wait until next year," said 
Pearson. “ТТІ get my bike to run a little bit 
better, come out and have some fun. Next 
year, hopefully, will be good for us." 

Dave Ondas finished eighth overall 
aboard a KX500, just ahead of KX250 
racer Steve Hengeveld, and Tim Staab 
rounded out the top 10. Casey Longman 
topped the Four-Stroke Experts in 11th 
overall. Doug Chiapuzio took 12th 
despite losing his rear brake 10 miles 
into loop two, and Jeff Capt had to settle 
for 13th after his KX500 mysteriously 
quit just a mile short of the finish. 

Dan Richardson took Vet-class hon- 
ors in 14th overall and topped the class 
for the series, as well. Joey Lanza 
brought his ATK 250 home in 15th, just 
ahead of Dana Van Stee, who took 125cc 
Expert honors. CN

BR/Semoff Bros. Racing captured 
5 the 1998 WERA National 

Endurance Series Championship 
with a come-from-behind victory in the 
four-hour final round, held at Road 
Atlanta. Taking the lead with just min- 
utes left in the event, SBR's Glenn 
Szarek and Michael Barnes cruised to a 
14-second lead over preseason favorite 
Arclight Suzuki. The championship is 
the first in the series for a Yamaha since 
1988, and the first major championship 
for the new R1. 

The stage was set for the showdown 
when Arclight Suzuki grabbed the over- 
all in the ninth round at Texas World 
Speedway. SBR's third-place finish put 
the two teams in a virtual tie going into 
the final round. Whichever team pre- 
vailed at Road Atlanta would be 
crowned the champion. 

Arclight Suzuki stuck to their season- 
long game plan by using Mark 
McDaniel, Joe Prussiano and Chris 
Hughes to pilot the Suzuki GSXR750 
Heavyweight Superbike at Atlanta. SBR 
chose to bring in 1998 Formula USA 
Champion Michael Barnes of Dutchman 
Racing to join Glenn Szarek on the R1 
Heavyweight Superbike machine, a 
change from the Heavyweight Super- 
stock class. 

^We didn't want to make too many 
changes," said SBR team owner Evan 
Semoff. "When we found out about our 
class points lead, we decided to make 
the change. We had the larger tank 
ready - it just needed painting. Then we 
just put on the slicks." 

Arclight's McDaniel jumped to the 
early lead, followed by SBR's Szarek 
and Tapeworks' Harwell. 1-800- 
CROTCH ROCKET's Yamaha R1 and 





TKO's Suzuki GSXR750 rounded out the 
top five. Firestorm's Scott Brown got à 
mediocre start and dropped to seventh. 
Arclight stretched the lead and con- 
trolled the first hour. 

Midway through the first hour, Josh 
Hayes of Kids: Don't Smoke! was forced 
to push the Suzuki GSXR600 up the hill 
from turn 11, and he coasted down to 
the pits. Charging from the back row up 
to the top 10, Hayes lost that advantage 
but saved valuable time by making it 
back to the pits. 

^| don't know what happened," said 
an exhausted Hayes after his strenuous 
effort. "It spit, sputtered, and just quit. 
It's working now, but who knows?" 

Ryan Landers rejoined the race when 
the machine restarted. 

Fuel consumption became a factor as 
the first hour wore down. 1-800- 
CROTCH ROCKET, out of fuel, was 
brought in on the crash truck, and 
TKO's Brian Gibbs coasted into the pits. 

"When the fuel light comes on, 
you've got to come in - it won't make 
two laps," Gibbs shouted to Luke 
Yarbrough as they made their pit stop 
and changed riders. Afterward, Gibbs 
added, "It ran out in turn seven on the 
far side of the track; I nursed it to the 
hill." 

The first-hour results showed 
Arclight Suzuki leading SBR by 20 sec- 
onds with, Firestorm Racing charging 
back to third just 13 seconds ahead of 
the fourth-placed Tapeworks Racing 
machine. 

Arclight Suzuki pitted at the start of 
the second hour. After a 32-second pit 
stop, Joe Prussiano rocketed out of the 
pits to try to regain the lead. Arclight 
usually changes tires and rider and also 
refuels in under 20 seconds, but a bob- 
ble while removing the chain from the 
rear wheel cost them the extra time and 
allowed SBR to take the lead. 

One lap after Arclight pitted, Army 





of Darkness' Sam Fleming rammed the 
Fire Ball Racing Kawasaki ZX6R from 
behind and crashed. The bikes and 
debris littered the track in turn one, forc- 
ing a red flag. Cycle Speed Racing also 
went down. 

"He just hit the brakes," Fleming 
said. "I didn't have anywhere to go. He 
stood it up and I hit him." 

Unable to work on the machine dur- 
ing a red flag, Army of Darkness sur- 
veyed the damage to the Suzuki 
GSXR600 and waited impatiently for the 
restart. A second red flag was thrown on 
the first lap after the restart when anoth- 
er rider went down, blocking the track. 

Arclight's Prussiano jumped to a 
quick lead after the second restart. 
Firestorm's Chris "Opie" Caylor 
skipped the warmup lap for the first 
restart to save the fuel and. was caught 
in the pits for the second red flag. 
Firestorm rejoined the grid for the sec- 
ond restart. SBR's Szarek was forced to 
wait to pit. Szarek pitted on the first lap 
after the race resumed, handing the 
reins over to Barnes, who was brought 
in only for this race. 

"Our main goal was to match 
Glenn's (Szarek) times," said Semoff. 
"Barnsey's the Formula USA Champion, 
so why not use him?" 

Tapeworks Racing's Acree took 
advantage at the restart and grabbed 
second place from SBR. While Arclight 
kept the lead, Firestorm followed third- 
placed SBR by only five seconds. 

Arclight's seasonlong strategy has 
been to take the early lead and leave 
everyone else to battle for second. SBR 
used the red flags and pit stops to keep 
Arclight in sight. The third-hour results 
showed Arclight's lead over SBR had 
remained at less than a lap, with Tape- 
works holding third. 

Ryan Landers of Kids: Don't Smoke! 
gave the fans a show in the esses of turn 
four during the final hour. Low-siding 
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SBR Racing (22) leads Tapeworks Racing 
(4), Arclight Suzuki (2) and Circle V Racing 
(5) early in the four-hour WERA endurance 
race at Road Atlanta. SBR won the race 
and the championship. 





on top of the hill, Landers slid to the 
outside of the corner, jumped up and 
looked for his machine. Unable to locate 
the bike, Landers climbed onto the crash 
wall and still couldn't see the GSX-R600. 
Finally giving up and returning to the 
pits, Landers faced his team without the 
bike. The machine was later discovered, 
after dark, in a 45-foot ravine past a line 
of trees. Skipping over the wall, the 
Suzuki had sailed through the trees to 
disappear from sight. A tow truck was 
needed to retrieve the mostly undam- 
aged machine the next day. 

The final hour of the 1998 WERA 
National Endurance Series season saw a 
battle on the track and in the pits. SBR's 
Szarek and Barnes kept their R1 on the 
track longer than Arclight. The extra fuel 
capacity allowed SBR to stay out longer 
than they could before they changed the 
fuel tank. Arclight was forced to play 
catch-up in the closing minutes, but they 
fell short by mere seconds. Tapeworks 
Racing followed in third. 

"It was nice to beat the big guy," 
Semoff said. "The whole thing about 
bringing in Michael Barnes started when 
Arclight ran two bikes at Putnam. They 
wanted to put another bike in between 
us to pad the points advantage. We felt 
we had to do something to fight back. 
We knew we wanted to do this before 
Texas, and it worked out." €N

oad Atlanta's newly renovated 

2.54-mile road course hosted 

round 10 of the WERA National 
Challenge Series as part of the WERA 
Grand National Finals, and several 
championships were yet to be decided. 
Arclight Suzuki's Mark McDaniel domi- 
nated the season with three individual 
WERA National Championships: the 
1100сс Superstock Series, the GMD 
Computrack/Atlanta Formula One 
Series, and the Michelin 750cc Super- 
stock Series. McDaniel then went out 
and finished the season with a victory in 
the final round of the Michelin 750cc 
Superstock Series. 

“The 750 Superstock is the one I 
wanted,” McDaniel said. “It’s the most 
important to me.” 

Still up for grabs was the Metzeler 
600cc Superstock Series title. Gulfport, 
Mississippi's Josh Hayes, on his Valvo- 
line Emgo Suzuki GSX-R600, carried a 
narrow lead into the final round over 
local racer Brian Lantz, riding his 
Kawasaki ZX6R. Jumping to the lead 
early, Hayes stretched his advantage 
over Vesrah Suzuki rider Mark Junge 
and Lantz. Texas rider Ty Howard 
crashed in turn five on the second lap, 
while fellow GSX-R600-mounted David 
Rose passed both Lantz and Junge for 
second place. Lantz and Junge battled 
for third, with several passes. occurring 
on each lap. 

Meanwhile, Hayes continued to 
stretch out his lead over Rose. The battle 
for third heated up when 1-800- 
CROTCH ROCKET's Roger Lee Hayden 
ran down Lantz and Junge with two 
laps to go. On the final lap, the 15-year- 
old younger brother of Nicky and 
Tommy Hayden pushed his Suzuki 
GSX-R600 into the fray, forcing Lantz 


out wide in turn 10 and killing both rid- 
ers' drives. Junge slipped past both of 
them and held on for third behind Rose. 
Hayes took the win and the Metzeler 
600cc Superstock Series National Cham- 
pionship. 

"This is great," Hayes said. "This was 
a dogfight all year with Brian (Lantz) 
and Mark (Junge). I really wanted this 
one." 
The WERA Formula Two Series also 
came to the final round without a 
crowned champion. North Carolina's 
Honda RS250-mounted Lee Acree flew 
the banner for the two-strokes while 
battling the four-stroke Kawasaki ZX6R 
of Lantz. Acree quickly established the

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lead from the beginning of the race. 
Stretching a nearly eight-second advan- 
tage over fellow RS250-mounted Ryan 
Landers, Acree cruised to the win and 
the championship. 

The 1998 125cc Grand Prix Series 
proved to be the Michael Himmelsbach 
Show. With nine victories in 10 races, 
Himmelsbach decisively defended his 
1997 125cc Grand Prix National Cham- 
pionship. 

Meanwhile, TKO Racing’s Luke 
Yarbrough dominated the newest class 
of the WERA National Challenge Series:

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Acquiring a new Suzuki TL1000R at 
midseason, Yarbrough ran off a string of 
five successive victories, including one 
in the final round - despite suffering a 
broken foot in the earlier endurance 
race. 

The 13th annual Suzuki Cup Finals 
provided the fireworks for WERA 
Grand National Finals at Road Atlanta. 
The tradition continued, with Suzuki 
pitting the top Suzuki racers in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada in head-to-head 
competition. New to this season, Suzuki 
regulated the horsepower and weight of 
each class to level the playing field.

Valvoline Emgo Suzuki's Hayes 
defended his 1997 title by winning the 
1998 1100cc Suzuki Cup Final Champi- 
onship, and added the 600cc Suzuki 
Cup Final Championship. With a sec- 
ond-place finish to Jamie Bowman in the 
750cc Suzuki Cup Final, Hayes earned 
the lion's share of the purse by grabbing 
$13,000 in Suzuki Cup prize money. 

Saturday's Suzuki Cup heat races 
were used to determine the grids for 
Sunday's finals. The 1100cc Suzuki Cup 
heat and final pitted teammates Hayes 
and Tray Batey against each other on 
two distinctly different machines: 
Hayes' GSX-R1100 vs. Batey's TL1000R. 
Hayes secured the pole for Sunday's 
final by edging Batey to the line. Vesrah 
Suzuki's TL1000R-mounted Mark Junge 
finished third. 

Sunday's 1100 Suzuki Cup final saw 
the battle resume between Hayes and 
Batey. Hayes forced Batey to use the 
TL’s quicker handling to try to offset the 
GSX-R's faster top speed. Batey dogged 
Hayes for the first half of the race before 
making a pass for the lead. Hayes, 
though, quickly drafted by on Road 
Atlanta's long back straightaway. On 
lap eight, in turn one, Hayes' rear tire 
broke loose on the exit, opening a hole 
for Batey. The rider from Gallatin, Ten- 
nessee, quickly slipped past Hayes, but 
just as quickly he lost the rear in turn 
three. Unable to recover, Batey crashed. 
Hayes cruised to the victory over Junge 

by more than seven 
seconds. Hoisting the 
$5000 check overhead, 
a jubilant Hayes 
thanked Batey for a 
great race. 

“My goal is always 

-to beat Tray," said 
Hayes. “He’s always 
the man to beat out 
here. I’m glad that he’s 
all right.” 

Hayes also domi- 
nated the 600cc Suzuki 
Cup heat race, beating 
David Rose, Roger Lee 
Hayden and Mike Cic-

cotto to the line by four seconds. Rose's 
GSX-R600 was later found to be over 
the 95-horsepower limit, and he was 
relegated to the back row for Sunday’s 
final. 

Hayden grabbed the holeshot in the 
restarted 600cc Suzuki Cup final, fol- 
lowed closely by Hayes. Canada’s Owen 
Weichel held third. Hayes quickly 
passed Hayden and attempted to pull à 
disappearing act. 

Hayden and Weichel battled back 
and forth until Weichel pitched his 
GSX-R600 to the pavement in turn 
seven. Hayden put it on cruise control 
but was run down by Valvoline 
Emgo's Grant Lopez. Seesawing for 
the last three laps, Lopez seemed to be 
in control heading into the last lap. 
Only Hayden's last-ditch efforts saved 
the runner-up spot. Lopez finished 
third. Hayes won by nearly seven sec- 
onds. 

The 750cc Suzuki Cup final proved to 
be the hardest-fought contest. Only 
Bowman was able to beat the Hayes 
Express. When Saturday's heat-race 
winner, Mark McDaniel, crashed in turn 
10 on the third lap, Bowman was the 
only rider left who had a chance to best 
Hayes. Catching Hayes at the midway 
point, Bowman grabbed the lead, only 
to lose it again. Hayes blew his drive 
coming out of turn five on the ninth lap, 
and Bowman capitalized on the error. 
Taking the lead and holding on to the 
finish, Bowman broke Hayes' attempt to 
become only the second rider to sweep 
the Suzuki Cup Finals. While in the win- 
ner's circle, Hayes' father, Kurt, pointed 
out to Hayes that his lower fairing was 
missing. Astonished, Hayes replied: "I 
didn't even know it was gone. I thought 
Jamie bumped me drafting on the back 
straight." CN

very manufacturer acknowl- 
edges the significance of the 
600cc class. They do this by 
racing. They do this by frequently esca- 
lating the specifications and capability 
of the bikes they produce, ever sharpen- 
ing the focus of their premier mid- 
dleweight sportbikes. They do this by 
somehow keeping the prices from spi- 
raling out of control, despite the escalat- 
ing Specs. 

But if racing and winning champi- 
onships is so important, then the natural 
question to Mr. Horiike, Large Project 
Leader for the completely redesigned 
CBR600F4, is: Why didn't Honda make 
a CBR600RR? 

"The CBR600 has a long history," 
Horiike-san said at the recent Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway press introduction. 
"Many customers like and buy the 600F, 
because it can do the street, winding 
country roads - even with a passenger, it 
is very comfortable. But the 600F can 
also race. It is a wide range, and it is dif- 
ficult to make a widely capable bike." 

And while it is true that the bike 
retains its "F" moniker - denoting that it 
is, above all else, a street bike, and to be 
marketed as such - there is quite a lot 
about it that screams "R." There is the 
twin-spar aluminum "Pro-Frame." 
There is the ultra-short-stroke, high-out- 
put in-line four-cylinder engine. There 
are the four-piston front brakes. There is 
the significantly.reduced dry weight. 
And if you have any doubt that Horiike- 
san can build a race bike, you should

know he worked on the NSR500, the 
oval-piston NR500, the FWS1000 and 
the RC45. If you have any doubt that he 
can build a street bike, he was the LPL 
for the VFR800 and the CBR-F3 - and 
now the F4. That's a resume. 

The first time you turn a wheel in 
anger, the differences from the previous 
version of the CBR600F are obvious. But 
because there is no single huge leap in 
the performance of the bike - it is rather 
a methodical escalation of the whole 
capability of the CBR - it makes it diffi- 
cult to know where to start. 

A few warmup laps of Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway's 2.5-mile infield-plus- 
banking layout begin to tell the story. 
The first thing you notice is that while 
the riding position is remarkably similar 
to the old model's nice compromise 
between race-track aggression and street 
comfort, the handlebars feel slightly far- 
ther apart and set at a different angle. 
The adjustable brake lever feels a little 
more positive in its feedback and more 
immediate in its response. In fact, every- 
thing seems that way, from the feel 
through the handlebars to the turn-in to 




































the throttle response, the whole motor- 
cycle is much more immediate and com- 
municative. 

As the pace quickens, things only get 
better. Turn-in is much lighter and faster 
than with the old bike - thanks no doubt 
to the lighter weight and steeper rake 
angle - and feedback from the more- 
rigid front end is excellent. Full lean is a 
quick, confident flick away, and turning 
response is at least equal to that of the 
GSX-R600, the reigning race-track tool 
of the class. It is no surprise, as the steer- 
ing geometry and front-tire size of the 
CBR are now identical to the GSX-R’s. 
The front tire is now a 120/70ZR17 - the 
very size supersport racing tires come 
in, and, a Honda engineer said, the bike 
was designed with this in mind from the 
beginning. The greater ground clearance 
of the new CBR gives you the extra con- 
fidence you need to crank it over those 
last few degrees of lean to maximize 
your corner speed and tighten your line 
if you start to drift a little wide on cor- 
ner exit. 

The difference in the chassis is most 
noticeable, however, on the long sweep- 
er leading out onto the front straight- 
away. This corner begins after a tight 
double-apex left-hand turn taken in sec- 
ond gear; then you accelerate all the 
way through fourth gear as you head 
for the abrupt transition onto the bank- 
ing and the front straightaway. It puts 
the chassis under a heavy, constant 
load, and just off line there are mid- 
corner bumps that could easily upset a 
lesser chassis. All you get from the CBR 
is perfect stability and much better feel 
from the rear of the bike than the 1998 
CBR. Hitting these bumps - or the tran- 
sition onto the banking for that matter - 
on the F3 was more likely to upset the 
bike slightly, and the feel from the old 
steel chassis, by comparison, is dull and 
rubbery. But that is a credit to how good 
the new chassis is, because the old bike 
was nothing to complain about in those 
conditions, itself very stable and pre- 
dictable, with a very good level of feed- 
back. The Pro-Frame is essentially the 
same design as the VFR800’s pivotless 
frame, but with the swingarm pivoting 
in both the engine cases and side plates. 
The shape of those side plates plays a 
major role in the feel of the chassis. 

As you tuck behind the windscreen 
for the run down the long front straight- 
away, the difference in the power pro- 
duction is amazing. Top-end throttle 
response is vivid, power production 
almost 750cc-like, and absolutely linear. 
We showed around 135 mph on the 
speedometer with some revs left just 
before hitting the brakes for the chicane. 
The new powerplant is the most over- 
square in the class, and a tremendous 
amount of engineering effort went into 
making the big bore work, with meticu- 
lous attention paid to combustion-cham- 
ber shape to ensure quick, complete 
burn of the air/fuel mixture.. The end 
result is that the СВК600Ғ4 has the 
shortest stroke in the 600cc supersport 
class at 42.5mm. Being so oversquare, it 
was a surprise to see the 13,500-rpm 
redline unchanged from the previous 
generation's longer-stroke engine. Hori- 
ike-san explains that the character of the 
power has been shifted upward in the 
rev range more toward upper midrange 
and top-end response, and that, being a 
street bike, there was no reason to make 


the engine spin any faster than it does. | 


By the same token, this bike will be 
raced, and he also said that for racing, 
the engine will spin safely to 14,500 
rpm. In our time on the track, the CBR 
pulled strongly all the way until it hit 
the 14,000-rpm electronic rev limit.

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Two items regarding the powerplant 
need correction from our First Look 
story (Issue #38, September 30), one our 
fault, the other not. The first is that there 
is, in fact, no limit to how fast you can 
spin the engine in AMA Supersport rac- 
ing - the stock limit is irrelevant. We 
made the mistake of referring to a 1997 
rulebook that said the stock limit must 
be maintained. That rule was done away 
with in 1998 - you can spin it till she 
blows if you like. The other mistake was 
that we said the cylinder-head mating 
surface was not perpendicular to the 
bore - it is, though that isn’t what we 
were told initially. The intake camshaft 
is set higher in the cylinder head than 
the exhaust cam - giving the head a 
wedge shape - so that the intake tract 
can be as straight as possible. 

Power throughout the rev range was 
very linear and throttle response from 
the perfectly jetted carburetors crisp. As 
it turns out, a large part of the excellent 
response from the engine is due to the 
ram-air system, and the “midspeed” air 
reservoirs incorporated into the main 
intakes. Horiike-san said that the ram- 
air system is far more important to mak- 
ing linear power and improving throttle 
response with the CBR600 than in 
improving top-end horsepower. For the 
track, best performance came by keep- 
ing the engine spinning above 7,000 
rpm, though it is very flexible and feels 
at least as strong in the lower midrange 
as the old powerplant. The sound and 
feel from the short-stroke engine is very 
much like the ZX-6R, though not quite 
as smooth - the CBR has a little bit more 
high-frequency vibration. 

Perhaps more than any single com- 
ponent on the F3 that needed updating 
was the two-piston brakes. Braking per- 
formance and feel have been improved 
a great deal with the new, CBR900RR- 
like four-piston calipers and 296mm 
discs. Horiike-san said that the outright 
power is determined by the bore sizes of 
the master cylinder and piston diame- 
ters, but that a good portion of feel and 
the nature of braking response comes 
largely from manipulation of the stiff- 
ness of the braking hose. We'll take his 
word for it. Let it suffice to say that the 


new brakes are a huge improvement 
over the old two-piston design and 
despite having greater outright power, 
the new CBR was less likely to lift the 
rear wheel under heavy braking loads. 
Feel at the limit was excellent and stabil- 
ity faultless, inspiring enough confi- 
dence to let you howl the front tire brak- 
ing for the infield (especially after 
blowing the brake marker by a mile...), 
without primal fear of sudden lock-up. 
At the same time, the feel and response 
at lighter lever pressures - adjusting 
midcorner speed for instance - is also 
greatly improved, and lever travel 
before the pads engage is much shorter. 
Front-end dive is minimal. Outstanding. 

It may be difficult to make a widely 
capable bike, but Honda has shown us, 
once again, it is clearly not impossible. 
Our time with the CBR600F4 on the 
street produced similar revelations to 
those on the track. Damping at stock set- 
tings is spot-on for lighter riders, and 
though the rear high-speed compression 
damping is on the firm side, the chassis 
feel that this helps produce is worth the 
minor sacrifice in suppleness. Suspen- 
sion adjustments work over a useful 
range, allowing me (200 pounds) to find 
a setting that worked well on the track, 
and another for the street. The chassis is 
more than just confidence-inspiring on 
the street - it's just plain inspiring. It is a 
chassis that will accommodate experts 
and beginners alike, responding equally 
well to full-scratch hanging off in cor- 
ners or just plain sitting straight up in 
the saddle. Chassis feel is one thing on 
the race track, but in the ever-fluid 
world of street riding, where one never 
knows what lurks around the next bend, 
the information you can glean from the 
contact patches on the F4 is invaluable 
information communicated freely. 

Low-end power production hasn't 
been largely sacrificed for the better top- 
end power, and the super-slick shifting 
at the track - almost switchlike on 
upshifts - translates to super-slick shift- 
ing on the street, with shorter, more- 
positive throws and greater precision. 
Clutch feel is extremely positive, with a 
distinct engagement band and quick 
and smooth response to lever input. 





"There is no doubt that the 1999 
CBR600F4 represents a measured 
improvement over the model it replaces. 
In that regard it is much like the 1998 
CBR900RR: better in every way in every 
kind of riding. One can only hope, for 
Honda's sake, that in its difficult pursuit 
of a balanced motorcycle, enough of the 
“R” character was let through to be able 
to stand up to a certain all-new Yamaha 
- on the track and in the showroom. Let 
the battle begin, and to the customer go 
the spoils. €N

FIM WORLD SUPERCROSS 
CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES

PARIS, FRANCE, OCT. 24 

n the historical setting of the Stad de 
France stadium in Paris, France, and 
in pouring rain, French youngster 
David Vuillemin won the opening 
round of the 1998 World Supercross 
Championship. Vuillemin could not 
have wished for a greater victory, claim- 
ing his first major 250cc supercross win 
and, in doing so, taking the early lead in 
the four-round series. 

“І have won some 125cc races in 
America and in the World Motocross 
Championship, but this, 15 my first on 
the 250s. It gives me a great feeling for 
next year," said Vuillemin, who will 
race the 1999 World 250cc Motocross 
Championship. 

This year's World Supercross Cham- 
pionship has been one of the real ques- 
tions marks in European off-road racing. 
When the series was first taken over by 
promoters the Action Group, it was con- 
sidered a great move. Top names were 
put on the billing for the opening round, 
and with a track that was styled on the 
famous L.A. Coliseum, it was expected 
to be the greatest Supercross Europe

had ever seen. Then riders such as Jeff 
Emig, Ezra Lusk, Sebastien Tortelli and 
Alessio Chiodi sustained injuries, and 
the field was slimmed down to possibly 
Jeremy McGrath and Stefan Everts, and 
when those two decided not to ride, it 
was anything but a strong field. With 
Larry Ward, Robbie Reynard and Ryan 
Hughes as the top Americans, and 
Vuillemin the top Euro, this was not at 
heart a "World Championship event" - 
yet the Parisian event had potential. 
With a crowd of 50,000 (the greatest 
crowd attendance in European Super- 
cross history) and a track that was all 
that everyone had hoped for, the event 
again started to take on the look of a 
World Championship event. 

But then the rains came. 

On Saturday, around 11 a.m., it start- 
ed to pour, and it did not stop until well 
after the event was over. As a result, 
passing was made impossible on the 
muddy track, and even the scorers had 
their work cut out for them. 


American Supercross legend Ricky 


Johnson was again in attendance. It 
seems that the former American cham- 
pion is making more trips to Europe this 
year than during his racing days, and 
his appearance had an effect on the 
crowd. Johnson was more than 
impressed with the track. 

"It has everything we have in Ameri- 
ca," Johnson said. "I have not in all my 
years of racing in Europe seen a track so 
much like an American track. It's 
impressive, for sure." 

Ward was also impressed. 

“They have done a great job,” Ward 
said. "If the rain stops, then we will see 
some great racing tonight. The jumps 
are nice and the whoops are also good. 
Only problem is, it's a little too hard- 
packed. Otherwise, I really like it." 

After a few minor races were held, 
the track was already busted up. Most 
of the riders returned to the pits from 
the minor events covered in mud. 

The feature's first qualification race 
went to Ward, who led home Hughes, 
Maschio and Vuillemin. 

"It's a shame it rained so hard," 
Ward said. "The track was great; now, 
with the rain, it's very slippery, and 


they have put a roller on it, making the 
top layer very hard and slippery. Man, 
it's tough out there." 

"| hit the starting gate and was last 
out of the start," Vuillemin said of his 
ride. "I came back third and had a lot of 
problems to get past Hughes; then Mas- 
chio got by." 

The second qualification race was a 
chance for Reynard to show Europe his 
talent, and he did not fail to impress, 
winning easily over Tim Ferry, Frederic 
Vialle and Serge Guidetty. The big loser, 
though, was new Yamaha rider Steve 
Lamson, as his 12th place would see 
him have to race the semifinals. 

"I crashed on the first corner and 
broke my front brake," Lamson said. "I 
was a long way behind and just decided 
to pull in. It was my first ride for Yama- 
ha, and I wanted to do something. 
Maybe in the semifinal." 

Lamson survived his semifinal, 
although his first win on a Yamaha was 
not to be, as he finished second to local 
French rider Thierry Bethys. 

"| got a bad start," Lamson said. 

With all the favored Americans going 
into the final, along with Vuillemin and 
grand prix riders Maschio, Bader Man- 
nah and Vialle, at least the sellout crowd 
would see the best in attendance. 

The rain was now coming down in 
buckets, though its pounding did not 
dull the roar of the crowd, as Vuillemin 
and Maschio made the first corner just 
behind Reynard. 

Lap after lap, Reynard looked good to 
win the final as his lead increased over 
the two French riders. Then the mud 
claimed its first major-name victim. 

“I just fell," Reynard said. "I was а 
little angry. I had a chance to win the 
race - but that's racing." 

Reynard got back up in third, behind 
Maschio and Vuillemin. 

Ward was further back. The Suzuki- 
mounted rider was in the sorry position 
of 15th and not looking anything like 
the winner of one of the few mud races 
in the U.S. Supercross championships in 
1998. In fact, the usually great mud rider 
had more than his share of problems. 

"] just couldn't hold the handle- 
bars," Ward said. "I had so much mud

on the grips, and at the start line, I hesi- 
tated. The gate had been dropping a lit- 
tle before it dropped completely down 
in the heat races and I waited, thinking 
it would do it again, but this time it 
went straight down. I got out really 
slow, and my handlebars and seat were 
covered in water and mud. I could not 
sit down, and I could not hold the bars, 
so I pulled out. I was having a tough 
time." 

Hughes, who had been in a position 
to win early in the race, was now well 
down the field after crashing into a rider 
on the finish straight. 

“1 came over the finish-line jump and 
there was a guy on the ground," Hugh- 
es said. "I landed on his head and fell. 
When I got up, I was covered in mud, 
and while I got going again, I was really 
muddy and had some trouble." 

Up front, Maschio made a mistake 
and crashed, giving the lead to 
Vuillemin. This is when the crowd real- 
ly came alive. Vuillemin clocked off the 
best laps of the final. Vuillemin, with 
huge momentum, kept his lead, and in 
doing so he took the final ahead of Mas- 
chio, Reynard, Lamson, Hughes and 
Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy. 

"I'm taking this championship very 
seriously," declared Vuillemin. ^I want- 
ed to get on the podium, and a win is 
great for me. The French team won the 
World Cup (of) Football (soccer) here 
and the French fans really liked it, and 
that inspired me to win." 





Lamson's fourth place was a big 
improvement. 


"| think this was the worst mud - 
supercross I have ridden in," Lamson 


said. "I was impressed with the crowd. 
It was a shame the track was so wet, but 
then again, it held up great." 

Hughes, making his third appear- 
ance on the new Honda Pamo team, 
was also not too disappointed with his 
night. 

^With the rain and all, it was a 
shame, but the promoters did a great 
job,” Hughes said. "T had the crash, but 
otherwise I felt I dealt with the condi- 
tions okay. I really did not have too 
much of a problem. Even my goggles 
stayed on." | €N

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, OCT. 17-18 
renchman Stephane Копсада 
made his first appearance on a 
Yamaha a successful one as he 

swept both the 125 and 250cc Pro classes 

at the Yamaha-sponsored AMA Califor- 
nia State Motocross Championships at 

Glen Helen Raceway. 

In the first moto of the 250cc Pro class 
on Saturday, Danny Carlson charged to 
the holeshot with Jose Polasek, Ty Kady, 
Roncada and Spud Walters on his back 
tire. Coming over "Animal Leap," Ana- 
heim Yamaha/Pro Circuit-sponsored 
Kady moved ahead of Polasek and into 
second. Polasek then spun out in a turn, 
snapping his handlebars and taking 
himself out of contention. This moved 
Roncada up to third, with Walters sit- 
ting directly behind him. Roncada then 
set his sights on Kady, and his opportu- 
nity to pass came during lap three, in a 
turn in front of the spectator bleachers. 
Kady cut to the inside of the corner and 
Roncada made a clean pass on the out- 
side to take over second. 

Even though Carlson had opened a 
sizable lead, Roncada was on the move, 
and he quickly. closed the distance 
between himself and the 
Chaparral /Nova/ АП Pro-backed rider. 
Just as quickly, Roncada took over at the 
front, passing Carlson in the back section 
of the track. Carlson managed to stay 
with Roncada for three laps until Kady 
came on strong and took over second. 

At the end of lap seven, Roncada had 
a 15-second lead on Kady, who was fol- 
lowed by Carlson and Walters. Carlson 
continued to struggle, losing third place 
to Walters on lap eight. At the checkered 
flag, it was Roncada leading Kady, Wal- 
ters and Carlson. 

Once he got into the lead, Roncada 
said, “the rest was easy. It was good.” 
He also thanked the Yamaha of Troy 
team, Sinisalo, Alpinestar and Dunlop. 

Walters was also looking forward to 
the next moto. He admitted he had 
missed practice in order to get some 
extra sleep - something that’s hard to 
come by with a six-week-old baby in the 
house. He was confident that things 
would be better in the second moto. 

At the start of the second moto, it 
was Carlson again making the charge 
for the holeshot. This time, however, 
Raymond Bowers took second, with 
Roncada third, Kady fourth and Wal- 
ters fifth. By the end of the first lap, 
Roncada had moved into the lead - a 
position he wouldn't relinquish. 

On the second lap, Bowers fell back 
to fourth and Carlson lost second to 
Kady. Carlson regained second in the 
third lap, however, when he passed 
Kady on the spectator tabletop. Walters, 
meanwhile, started putting pressure on 
Bowers and passed him in the back sec- 
tion of the track on the fourth go- 
around. Two turns before the checkered 
flag, Kady regained second place, push- 
ing Carlson back to third by the finish. 

On Sunday, Carlson and Kady were 
both confident that they were going to 
have two good 250cc Pro motos. 
Although Kady wouldn't predict the 
outcome, he said that he planned to 
“stay clean and give it a good effort.” 

Roncada took the holeshot in the first 
moto, only to be passed by Carlson and 
Tim Sharp coming over the first hill. 
Kady held down fourth. Sharp and Ron- 
cada traded the number-two spot sever- 
al times during the rest of laps one and 
two. On the third lap, Roncada secured 
- second, with Sharp falling back to 
fourth after a battle on the tabletops 


with John Sereika. By lap four, Roncada 
had closed in on Carlson, and the two 
played cat-and-mouse for several laps. 
The battle for first had Carlson in front 
until the last lap, when Roncada took 
the inside of the turn on Animal Leap. 
Roncada took the checkers first, trailed 
by Carlson, Kady and Sereika. 

“I had a good time out there,” Carl- 
son said later. "We had a clean race. I 
was stoked. I thought he (Roncada) 
would take me out, but he didn't." 

In the last 250cc Pro moto on Sunday, 


Carlson again captured the holeshot.- 


This time, Roncada was second, fol- 
lowed by Kady and Sereika. The pack of 
riders stayed close for the first two laps, 
but then both Carlson and Roncada 
pulled away from the rest. Roncada 
pulled in tight in the U-turn corner in 
front of the bleachers and then cleared 
the "Sky Jump" to take the lead on lap 
five. The Frenchman held the lead to the 
flag, with Carlson taking second, Kady 
third and Sereika fourth. 

In the 125cc Pro class, Roncada was 
perfect on both days, topping Michael 
Young in all four motos. 

"| need to ride on the bikes to get used 
to it," Roncada said of his new ride. 
"Even though it is an easy bike to ride, I 
need to get used to it. The frame is the 
biggest change. The bike is easier to ride; 
it turns better. The engine is really good." 

Friends Terry Fowler and Billy Frank 
electrified the crowd with their abilities in 
both the Junior Vet and Vet Expert classes. 
Troy Lee Designs/Pro Circuit/ Arnette- 
sponsored Fowler, riding a YZAOOF, felt 
the additional horsepower was a definite 
advantage over Frank's 250cc Kawasaki. 
Fowler used his advantage to take the win. 

In the 125cc Intermediate contest, 23 
riders charged out of the starting gate in 
the first moto on Saturday, with Dusty 
Walters seizing the holeshot and Jeremi- 
ah Moore, Joel Nelson, Gary Trachy and 
Nathan Craig following close behind. 
Walters and Moore held the number- 
one and -two positions through the rest 
of the moto while Nelson and Trachy 
fell back on the fourth lap. Chris 
Sprenkel came from behind to capture 
third, with Craig ending up fourth. 


Craig grabbed the holeshot in moto 
two, followed by Jesse Olson, Walters and 
Dustin Jameson. By the end of the first 
lap, Craig still had the lead, but Trachy 
had moved into second. During the next 
three laps, the rider to watch was Moore. 
Starting seventh, Moore was charging and 
was up to third, and Trachy was only able 
to hold him off until the final lap. At the 
checkered flag, it was Craig taking the 
win over Moore, Trachy and Walters. 

At the start of the first moto on Sunday, 
Sean O'Connor was in the lead, followed 
by Brian Barker, Walters, Josh Cavanaugh 
and Trachy. On the opening lap, Walters 
went down in the first turn, Trachy slid 
out in the fourth turn and O'Connor lost it 
in the last turn before Animal Leap. Once 
the dust had settled, Trachy was in the 
lead, with Sprenkel in second and 
Cavanaugh in third. 

Meanwhile, Olson and Craig battled 
for fourth. On lap four, Trachy went 
down in the fourth turn, giving 
Sprenkel a lead he would hold to the 
finish. Cavanaugh came in second and 
Craig took third. 

In the next moto, there was a great 
deal of confusion in turn one, with sev- 
eral riders going down. Travis Frink got 
the holeshot, followed by Walters, 
Sprenkel, Nelson and Trachy. By the 
end of lap one, Walters had taken the 
lead over Sprenkel, Trachy and Frink. 
Sprenkel passed Walters in the canyon 
on lap two, and the top four stayed the 
same until the fifth lap. It was then that 
Walters stuffed Sprenkel into the left- 
hand berm before the sand stretch to 
take the lead. Walters took the checkers, 
followed by Sprenkel and Trachy. €N

ley Racing's Jason Chancey 
is making his presence known 
К ina big way. 

After a top-three finish in the first 
three rounds, the Tennessee native 
showed what he can do when it gets 
rocky by claiming the overall at the 
Brown Mountain Lights Enduro in the 
Brown Mountain ORV Park, with a 
score of 15 for his first overall win this 
season. 

“It was a good race," Chancey said. 
"| like this kind of terrain, but I really 
felt awkward all day. I felt like I never 
got in my rhythm." 

Іп the number-two spot was long- 
time SETRA regular Michael Grizzle on 
his Husaberg 501. He would drop 17 
points. Grizzle just finished wrapping 
up the GNCC Open A-class champi- 
onship and he is putting all his efforts 
into the SETRA series. 

“Му bike worked well," Grizzle said. 
“Т think the four-stroke was the ticket in 
this type of terrain. The trails were 
excellent, and they seemed to get better 
towards the end of the race." 

Finishing third overall for the day 
was Senior A rider Terry "Syrup Man” 
Hughes, who surprised everyone with 
his score of 19. He is always a top finish- 
er, but this was his best finish in a while. 
He would also claim the overall A hon- 
ors for the race. 

“I felt I rode good,” Hughes said. "I 
had fun. I guess luck was just with me 
today." 

Absent from the race roster was 
KTM's Allen Gravitt. He has been stay- 





ing at home lately, helping his wife, Jill, 


who is expecting twins. 

The race was held just outside Mor- 
ganton, North Carolina, and started at 
the Steele Creek campground. Brown 
Mountain is the location of the local 
ORV park, and the Unifour Trail bike 
club has been promoting the enduro 
here for 29 years. This year, they used 
existing trails in the park to make the 
course, laying out a total of 46 actual 
trail miles - 25.5 before the gas and 20.55 
after. The terrain was what you would 
expect from the North Carolina moun- 
tains: hills and rocks. This race is a 
prime example of the diversity inherent 
in the SETRA series: One week you are 
racing in the mountains, the next you 
are in the Florida sand. 

Conditions on race day would be 
dusty and hot. Overcast skies helped 
keep the temperatures down some, but 
not much. The dust wasn't too much of 
a problem, except in the faster open 
trails and fire roads. The first section of 
the day was a 5.5-miler, with the check- 
in at 9.6 miles. 

Riders got a chance to warm up with 
five miles of road and trail before the 
check-in. The trail was rocky and techni- 
cal, giving everyone a taste of what lay 
ahead for the rest of the race. Chancey, 
Ramey, Grizzle and Hughes each posted 
a two-point loss. Team Green's Ashley 
Brewer and Tommy Veator dropped 
three points each. 

"The first section was fairly unevent- 
ful," Chancey said. "I didn't have any 
problems. I just tried to go fast." 

Grizzle was sandwiched between 
McRee, who was in front of him, and 
Chancey, one row behind him. Ramey 
was riding well, and he seemed to be 
getting used to his new Gas Gas 250. 

“That first section was kind of short,” 
Grizzle said. “My goal was to catch 
Mitch (McRee). I managed to catch him 
just before the check." 





The second section was a bit longer - 
close to 11 miles. The trail was a bit on 
the ragged side, but as the trails are part 
of the existing ORV park, it was to be 
expected. This time, Chancey cranked it 
up and dropped a five, the fastest time 
through the section. 

"| got lucky in the second section," 
Chancey said. "There was a hill with 
riders backed up all over it. When I got 
there, I thought, ‘This is it - I’m going to 
lose the race right here.’ But I managed 
to squeeze by some guys and go up the 
hill. I saw Grizzle go up, and I followed 
him. It only cost me a few seconds." 

Grizzle would have the next-best 
time with a six-point loss. At the hill, he 
almost had the same trouble as 
Chancey. 

"There was a bad bottleneck on this 
hill," Grizzle said. "I worked my way 
OE the traffic and saw this rock 

face. I looked back and saw Jason 
(Chancey) and just nailed it." 

Team Green rider Brewer was 
next, with a score of seven, matched 
by Yamaha-mounted Hughes. 
Kawasaki's Veator dropped nine. 
Катпеу saw his chances at the over- 
all fade when he experienced brake 
trouble in the section, causing him 
to drop 11 points. 

It was on to the gas stop and the 
start of the second half. The first 
timed section was six miles long. 
Once again, it was Chancey, 
Hughes, Ramey and Grizzle post- 
ing matching scores, all dropping 
three points. Veator and Brewer. 
dropped four. 

"| barely 
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missed 
having a two in the third 
section," Chancey said. “Т saw them flip 
the cards. I didn't know who had what. 
] knew Franklin was down on points 
because of brake problems. I didn't 
know what Michael had - I just knew 
we tied in the section." 

Grizzle had a problem or two in the 
section. 

"I crashed hard in the section after 
the gas," Grizzle said. "I went into a cor- 
ner too hard and went over the bars. I 
got up and hit panic mode - I just rode 
wide open. It was my worst crash of the 
day. The trail was the best of the day. It 
was a fresh fire break, not many rocks." 

"| grew up riding this kind of stuff, 
so I suppose I'm kind of used to it," 
Hughes said. 

The final section of the day was 
seven miles of tighter, more technical 
terrain. Chancey was the only rider to 
drop a five there. Hughes dropped six, 
as did all the other AAs. 
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"Jason 

was riding good in that 

last section," Grizzle said. "He caught 
me just before the check." 

“Т haven't been riding much lately, 
and this race was short enough that I 
didn't get tired," Hughes said. 

Brewer, always a top contender, was 
not having one of his better days. 

“I couldn't get it together all day,” 
Brewer said. "I was just off. I should 
have rode a lot better. Things just didn't 
go well for me today." 

“You know, for some reason I never 
felt like I was going good all day," win- 
ner Chancey said. “I tend to do better in 
this type of stuff than I do in the Florida 
sand. I just had a good ride. I really 
want to thank Neeley Racing and Moose 
for their support." 

This makes only the third overall win 
of Chancey's career, and he seems to be 
getting faster with each race. CN

FOUTS SPRINGS, CA, OCT. 18 
»RE-mounted Dave Wood 
claimed the overall and AA- 
M class titles at the 28th annual 
Jackhammer Enduro, held at Fouts 
Springs. Wood's speed and expertise in 
choosing which line to ride - sometimes 
in near-zero-visibility dust - helped 
account for a three-point win over sec- 
ond overall and AA-class finisher Craig 
Wesner. 

The round-eight win is Wood's third 
in the Northern California Champi- 
onship Enduro Series. 

The Oakland Motorcycle Club sent 
182 riders out onto a 97.1-mile, two-loop 
course, designed by members Brian Jag- 
ger and George Keeran. The first riders 
started at 7:30 a.m., before the sun was 
shining. 

The first loop was nearly all technical 
sections and tight trails. It had one spe- 
cial test between checks one and two, 
where all the top riders dropped three 
or more points. 

Wesner checked out of the test with 
the best time of 3.154, followed by 
Wood's 3.163. Brian Butler, who took 
third overall and the AA-class honors, 
was next with 3.169. Erik Kohler 
squeezed his 3.173 in front of Tim J. 
Stowe's 3.174, and the next-fastest time 
was Jason Gerbi's 3.200. 

At check three, Wesner was still in 
the lead; then his computer failed. He 
lost two points at check four, which put 
him into second place - behind Wood, 
who carded a one. 

"Somewhere about mile 28 I started 
riding blind, but Brian (Butler) was on 
the minute ahead of me, so I was able to 
get a good key off him," Wesner said. 

Gerbi, who also only dropped one 
point at check four, moved into third, 
pushing Butler back to fourth. Kohler 
and Stowe settled into the fifth- and 
sixth-place positions. 

. High speed averages, tight trails and 
dust - lots of dust - kept riders alert. 

“I had a real wake-up call in the dust, 
where а downed tree was on the blind 
side of a tight corner," Wood said. "The 
choice was, make an instant stop or hit 
it. It was too big to ride over." 

Wood was able to stop. 

Several other riders also talked about

some fallen trees along one trail and in 
the dusty conditions. Some were able to 
avoid the logs, but others weren't so 
lucky. 

"Before I could see a downed tree by 
the trail," said Dave Froman, fourth AA- 
class finisher, "I was going over my 
bars. I landed hard." 

"Other riders were awesome about 
pulling over to allow faster riders pass 
in such extreme dust," noted Wood. 

A long trail down Letts Ridge in the 
Mendocino National Forest led riders to 
the gas stop at 48.5 miles. 

Loop two was designed to test rider's 
endurance with its steep, rocky down- 
hills, tough horsepower uphills, and 
speed averages that varied between 19 
and 48 mph. 

Check six was the check-in for special 
test number two. Before riders got to the 
end of the test - at check seven - they 
had to cross Hyphus Creek and get out 
of “Мо Way Out Canyon." 

A tough uphill turned out to be the 
cause an unusual bottleneck for the A 
riders. Several riders quickly named it 
"the hill from hell." 





"1 love a race where you can see A 
riders all over the place," Butler said. 
"The Bs must be hating it." 

"There were As all over that hill, 
stacked like cardboard," Froman 
observed. 

It took many riders more than two 
attempts to make it up that hill. Several 
were houred-out by the time they made 
it to check seven. Some never made it, 
opting to go back out on the same trail 
they took in. | 

Wood said that there were two or 
three riders stalled on the hill when he 
got there. 

"| just picked a different line, put it 
into second gear, and wheelied right 
by," Wood said. 

The scores at check seven changed 
the order of the six leading riders. Wood 
secured his lead with a 0.14. Butler 
jumped to second with a 0.26, and Wes- 
ner's 1.69 put him in third. Gerbi 
dropped into fourth with a 1.39. Stowe's 
1.49 moved him into fifth, while Kohler 
fell back to sixth by adding 1.76 to his 
score card. 

Riders then had some fast trails, fire

roads and some free time before the last 
special test, which ended at check 10, 
the final check. The only other position 
change between the top riders occurred 
at check eight, where Wesner dropped 
one point and Butler dropped two. 
Wood finished with a card showing 
10.286, and Wesner had а final score of 
13.341. Butler's 14.326 kept him ahead of 
fourth overall and first A 250cc-class 
winner Gerbi's 14.379. Stowe held on to 
fifth with a 15.357, just two seconds 
quicker than sixth-placed Kohler's 
15.359. UN

ational Enduro champ Mike Laf- 

ferty got the overall win at the 

ECEA Lumis Mill Hare Scrambles 
with a wire-to-wire victory; however, 
Fred Hoess took center stage, as his sec- 
ond-place finish clinched the 1998 Series 
Championship for the Suzuki rider. The 
- Bromley Suzuki/Answer/WER-backed 
Hoess almost won the overall, too, after 
being knocked down at the start and 
coming from behind to challenge Laffer- 
ty in the last moments of the final lap. 

For Lafferty, it seemed like it was 
another day at the office. Riding a KTM 
factory-sponsored 1999 250 EXC, Laffer- 
ty got a top-five start and was soon at 
the front of the pack, a position he 
hoarded for the race's duration. He 
enjoyed a lead that was comfortable 
énough to even pull into the pits after 
the fourth and fifth laps so that cooling 
water could be poured onto his cooking 
rear-brake caliper. However, it wasn't to 
be quite that easy, as Hoess closed dur- 
ing the fifth lap and was only 20 sec- 
onds behind at the start of the sixth lap. 
Hoess made a strong run at the top posi- 
tion during the final trip around the 8- 
mile course, centering Lafferty in his 
sights less than a mile from the finish. 
Sneaking up on Lafferty, Hoess had one 
ill-fated shot at a pass. 

“I think that Mike was just cruising, 
not realizing that I had caught up," 
Hoess said. "When the timing was right, 
I tried an outside pass, got up even 
with him and thought I had it. 
Then wham! I pegged a stump, 
got squirrelly and had to back WE 
off. Mike stepped it up after PES 
that and we freight-trained into : 
the barrels." 

The two riders sprinted in, 
finishing 1-2, literally tire to tire. 
Honda XR250 rider Kevin Ben- 
nett rounded out the podium, 
carving his way to a third-overall 
finish on his near-stock Honda 
. thumper. 

A three-event card was sched- 
uled for the day, which included 
ATV and Youth heats, followed 
by the motorcycle main event. All 
told, some 200 riders entered - a 
number no doubt bolstered by 
idyllic weather conditions that 
included sunny skies, light breezes 
and daytime-high temperatures in 
the mid-70s. The course was laid 
out in pine and deciduous wood- 
lands that were mostly open, with 
occasional thick stands of mountain lau- 
rel or second-growth pitch pine. Rain 
that fell earlier in the week had pretty 
much dried out, making the course 
somewhat moist at the beginning, but 
not slick or muddy. The main-event 
course was comprised of single-track 
trail, old wood roads, and a few sec- 
tions of the ATV course. Even the sin- 
gle-track trail was widened consider- 
ably, with the expressed intent of 
promoting passing opportunities. How- 
ever, this resulted in trail speeds that 
were considerably elevated, making 
passing even harder. A number of new 
sections were cut to route around trail 
that was rutted up in last year’s wet run 
and connected various trail sections 
together. These often proved to be the 
most technical sections of the course. 

At the start of the two-hour main event, 
A and AA classes lined up on the front 
row, awaiting the gun. Later rows for B, C 
and specialty classes were started at 30- 
second intervals afterward. In the Expert 
start, a pair of KTM riders led the dash to 
the first turn. Richard Lafferty took the 
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holeshot 
cleanly, made the 
first turn and 
headed into the 
woods, trailed by 
Craig Shenigo. 
Hoess got 
knocked down 
in the third tum 
from the start 
and, by the 
time he picked 
his RM up 
and restarted, 
he found 
himself near 
the back of 
the pack. 
АП this was 
soon to 
change, however. 
During the first loop, Mike and Jack 
Lafferty passed their brother Rich, as 
well as Shenigo, to take the lead, assum- 
ing the 1-2 positions, respectively. Hoess 
charged through the pack and caught up 
as well, dogging Richard through the 
barrels and out into the second lap.

thereafter, as Jack was having his share 
of troubles, with extreme- blistering on 
his left hand. 

Kevin Bennett found himself ham- 
strung at the start by his seemingly 
underpowered stock XR250 mill. 
Nonetheless, Bennett continued to pick 
off riders throughout the race, moving 
into fifth, then fourth, and eventually 
into the third-place position. He passed 
a hurting Jack Lafferty and eventually 
passed Richard to assume the number- 
three slot during the fifth lap, finishing 
in that position. Rich Lafferty also 
appeared to be hurting late in the race 
but still managed to stay in the contest, 
completing six laps to claim fourth- 
e rall honors. Jack Lafferty had per- 

haps the most remarkable ride. He 
momentarily retired after the fifth lap 
with nearly his entire left thumb raw 
due to blistering. 

“I just can't hold on to my bike any 
longer," Jack said. 

However, having just made the cut- 
off for a sixth lap and seeing that a 
good finish was still possible, Jack got 
some first aid for his hand and then 
set back out on his Husaberg, being 
one of the last riders through the bar- 
rels. For his effort, he earned sixth 
overall on the merit of six laps com- 
pleted. Rounding out the top five 
overall was Kawasaki KLX pilot Marc 
Grossman, the only other rider able to 
complete six laps in the allotted two- 
hour span. 

The two top riders, Lafferty and 
Hoess, consistently turned in lap times 
in the 22-23 minute range. Other notable 
finishers included Dale Hiles, who con- 
tinued his successful return to racing by 
pushing his KTM 200 to a first-place fin- 
ish in the A Light class.

П four chapters of the Over The 

Hill Gang assembled at Hungry 

Valley Raceway to compete in the 
fifth and final round of the OTHG 
National Series. The two-day, four-moto 
format saw Motowest/ MSR-backed Dan 
Berg take home the lion's share of the 
Pro purse. The perfectly prepped and 
designed Shane Trittler track and beau- 
tiful Southern California weather were 
the perfect combination of ingredients 
for fantastic race action. 

In the Pro class, Berg and Tim 
Telford waged war throughout the 
entire event. Berg's Motowest-backed 
Gas Gas looked incredibly fast as he 
ripped up the Hungry Valley terrain. 
Berg’s machine grunted with power as 
he absconded with the holeshot in two 
of the four motos, claiming he hardly 
ever had to shift the four-speed bike on 
the lengthy track. Telford can attest to 
the speed of the Gas Gas, as he found 
himself watching Berg's rear wheel dis- 
appear on several occasions. The race 
action resembled the old fable of the tur- 
tle and the hare, as Berg would launch 
into the lead and quickly establish a 
cushion. But late in the moto, Telford 
not only managed to erode that lead, he 
went on to victory. 

And that was the scenario for the 
first three motos. 

The Dick Allen Honda-backed 
Telford had the overall within his reach 
going into the final moto, with a perfect 
1-1-1 to Berg's 2-2-2, but disaster struck 
for Telford in the final moto. Coming 
out of turn two and into the small 
whoop section, Telford hit a false neu- 
tral that sent him flying over the bars. 
He remounted in dead last, and Berg 
seized the opportunity to take the win 
and the overall. Telford salvaged 10th 
in the moto for fourth overall. Putting 
in a very impressive and consistent ride 
was. the KX500-mounted Randy Pock- 
randt. The Sierra Chapter Pro went 3-4- 
3-2 for the third and final podium posi- 
tion. 

In the hotly contested Intermediate 
class, 24 riders lined the gate to decide 
who would be National Champion. 
Bellflower Yamaha-backed Scott 
McDonough proved to be king of the 
class, winning all four motos on the 
weekend en route to the overall hon- 
ors. It didn't matter where McDo- 
nough gated - by the third lap he had 
the lead, and he looked to be a bit 
much for the class. The real action was 
the war for second place between Brett 
Flory and Michael Renner, both from 
the San Francisco area. As the duo 
banged plastic on several occasions in 
each moto, they were never separated 
by more that one position as they bat- 
tled in all four motos, passing each 
other countless times. Even their starts 
were almost identical, a$ the two had 
to weave through the field or run up 
front together. At the conclusion of the 
weekend, the two tied for second place 
overall with 11. 


DH Cycles-backed Flory narrowly 
edged Renner by virtue of the tie- 
breaking last moto. Flory went 3-3-3-2, 
with the Fox Racing /Zoom Cycles- 
backed Renner going 2-2-4-3 for third 
overall.

yan Hamman used a perfect 1-1 
moto score to capture his first 
career 125cc Novice overall win on 
a beautifully sunny Sunday at Southern 
Arizona's Ocotillo Raceway. Racing his 
Thor/Wiseco/Pro-Circuit-backed 
Honda in the Grand Canyon State 
Championships, the win improved his 
momentum and his chances of achiev- 








ing his goal of becoming Arizona State 
Champion for 1998. 

The gate fell for moto one, and Jere- 
my Lastovica led everyone out of the 
first turn, followed by Hamman, Ilan 
Grossman, Brian Schott, Jason McTygue 
and the rest of the pack. Everyone was 
working hard to maintain their posi- 
tions and looking for opportunities to 
pass, but the order remained unchanged 
up front. Hamman was pressuring Las- 
tovica all around the track during lap 
two, and the two riders had pulled 
away from Schott and McTygue and the 
rest of the tightly grouped pack. 

Disaster befell Lastovica on lap three 
when he crashed coming out of the tight 
left-hand turn in the back, allowing 
Hamman into the lead. Grossman, 
Schott and McTygue also got by before 
Lastovica could remount and resume 
the race. Lap four saw Schott working 
hard to find a way around Grossman, as 
Hamman was pulling away with a com- 
fortable lead of five bike lengths. Schott 
worked the outside of several turns, but 
Grossman wasn't giving up the position 
easily and maintained his second-place 
position. 

During lap five, it was clear that 
Grossman was holding up the train of 
Schott, McTygue and Lastovica, as they 
were trying to get around on both the 
inside and the outside at the same time. 
Diving into the triple step-down known 
as "The Pit," they were three wide. 
Coming out over the big double, 
McTygue held on the throttle longer and 
moved from fourth to second. Grossman 
managed to hold off Schott for third 
place. At the line, Hamman brought out 
the white flag, followed by McTygue, 
Grossman, Schott, Lastovica and the rest 
of the field. Suddenly, McTygue let off 
and pulled off the track, going from sec- 
ond to fifth. 

"| thought I saw the checkered flag 
when I went by the flagman, but when 
everyone blew by me, I took a second 
look, saw the white flag, and got back 
on the gas," McTygue said later. 

Grossman had regained his original 
second-place standing, but he couldn't 
hold off Schott after bobbling in a turn. 
The tight left-hander in the back must 
have been trouble, as McTygue

swapped and wadded coming out of the 
turn.-To add injury to insult, he went 
down right in front of Schwanbeck, who 
had nowhere to go and ran over him. At 
the finish, it was Hamman by several . 
seconds ahead of Schott, Grossman, Las- 
tovica and the rest of the field. 

The crowd pressed up against the 
fences in anticipation of moto two for 
the 125cc Novices, and they got their 
money’s worth right from the drop of 
the gate. Lastovica nailed a great jump 
off the gate and looked to have the 
holeshot going into the first turn, but 
Hamman drove deep on the inside line 
and came out in the lead, followed by 
Lastovica, Grossman, Aston, Justiff 
Myers and the rest of the pack. Lastovi- 
ca raced hard, showing a wheel every 
chance he could get, but Hamman main- 
tained a cool head and protected his 
lines and the lead. 

As in the first moto, the pair of racers 
pulled to several bike lengths ahead of 
the pack. Third-placed Grossman and 
fourth-placed Myers also pulled a gap 
over their nearest competition. 

McTygue was in fifth and was being 
dogged by Brad Millikan, Schwanbeck 
and Kyle Off. Myers set up Grossman 
perfectly and passed him over the fin- 
ish line to start lap three. Schwanbeck © 
found a way around Millikan, but he 
couldn’t make it stick, as Millikan 
passed him back at the line to start lap 
four. This was turning into the best 
battle on the track, as Schwanbeck 
passed Millikan again to take sixth 
place. i 

Back up front, it was a battle royal | 
between Hamman and Lastovica, who 
had found Hamman's only weakness: 
the tight left-hander in the back. Las- 
tovica dived.to the inside on lap five 
and pulled alongside, but Hamman 
shut the door and continued to lead.. 
McTygue managed to drive inside 
Grossman in the sweeper after the 90- 
foot tabletop and passed him to take 
fourth place. The white flag came out 
for the leaders, and it seemed to 
charge up Lastovica, who applied 
even more pressure on Hamman. He 
pulled up again in the back section, 
but Hamman maintained. He pulled 
up alongside through the whoops, but 
Hamman had the inside in the next 
turn. They went side by side over the 
tabletop, but again Hamman held the 
inside and railed the turn. At the fin- 
ish, it was Hamman with a hard- 
earned second-moto win for the over- 
all on the day. Lastovica was second, 
Myers a surprising third, McTygue 
fourth, Grossman fifth and Schwan- 
beck sixth. €N

inaugural MCD/FreeRide Motocross 
Championship at the Orange County Fair- 
grounds. 

The Malibu-based LXD group pro- 
duced the event, which featured a land- 
mark $50,000 purse, and brought out the 
legends of the burgeoning freeriding 
movement. The podium positions were 
filled out by SMP's Clifford Adoptante, 
who picked up $7500, and Fleshgear's 
Carey Hart, who collected $5000. LXD is 
the same company that has produced 
the FreeRide Snowboard Champi- 
onships and the Vans Triple Crown of 
Snowboarding. Attendance numbered 
around 6000 - a near-capacity crowd at 
this facility, which is normally known 
for weekly speedway motorcycle events 
during the summertime season. 

Using a new three-discipline format 
featuring a flattest-whip contest, a step- 
up competition, and a FreeRide expres- 
sion session, the riders showed their 
skills on a multi-jump course designed 
by former AMA 125cc National MX 
Champion Micky Dymond. 

The evening got off to a flaming start 
as Trigger Gumm climbed a jump in the 
center of the arena to spew flames from 
his mouth. As the well-worn recording of 
the national anthem lurched to a prema- 
ture stop, Mike Cinqmars was the first of 
18 riders to attempt to qualify for the 
FreeRide final event later in the night. 

The step-up finals featured eight rid- 
ers qualified from earlier in the day. 
Jumping from a small take-off jump up 
over a larger vertical dirt wall, a bamboo 
bar was added, to be raised incrementally 
until the last rider could no longer clear it. 
After the sixth "raise," Jeff Willoh, Mike 
Jones and Chris Rourke were eliminated, 
leaving SMP/F&S Suzuki's Tommy 
Clowers to collect the $1750 bonus for 
winning the step-up competition. 

The flattest-whip event also brought 
out eight prequalified riders, who 
would have the opportunity to shock 
the crowd with their insane, upside- 
down whips over the arena's big jump. 
Each rider took two runs, with crowd 


response determining the winner. After 


‘some truly sick attempts, Hart collected 


$2500 for the flattest whip; with Doug 
Parsons collecting $1000 and Jones col- 
lecting $500 as bonuses. 

The FreeRide Finals provided the 
chance for the top 20 riders to collect 
their share of the big $50,000 purse, 
which paid down to 10th position. After 
Willoh, Ronnie Faisst, Cinqmars, and 
Rourke threw down the gauntlet, the 
biggest moves were yet to come. 

Adoptante showed he was the mas- 
ter of the full Cordova, pulling off the 
move twice in his routine. Mixing in a 
couple of Superman Air moves, landing 
a Front Fender Step, and getting in a 
Heel Clicker, can-can, and a big Rear 
Fender Grab ensured the "Flyin' 
Hawaiian" second place on the podium 
and $7000 for the night. 

Hart put in a strong performance, 
starting with a Fender Grab and includ- 
ing two No-Hander/No-Footer moves, a 
Saran Wrap, a One-Handed Whip and a 
No-Handed Lander, and finishing off 
with a new combo Superman/Fender 
Grab. That was good for third place 
overall and a $5000 check. 

The winning ride of the night was 
also the last. Jones exploded with a big 
Cliffhanger, a One-Handed Whip, two 
Superman Air moves, a Heel-Clicker, a 
No-Footed Whip, a Front Fender Grab 
combined with a No-Handed Lander, 
another huge Whip (leaving the wooden 
launch ramp already sideways), and fin- 
ished with an endo over the bars at the 
step-up jump. АП this added up to the 
fat $10,000 prize for the likable former 
World Supercross Champion from 
Export, Pennsylvania. CN

1998 Missouri Hare Scrambles Championship 
Final round 


Windmann's 
battle, 
Leivan's war

DREXEL, MO, OCT. 11 

n an event that turned out to be the 

closest battle of the 1998 Missouri 

Hare Scrambles Championship, KTM 
rider Mike Windmann held off the 
charges of defending champion Steve 
Leivan to claim a one-second margin of 
victory and stand at the top of the podi- 
um for the second time this year. But 
maybe even more excited than winner 
Windmann was SCR/Yamaha rider 
Leivan, who clinched his sixth series, 
championship in seven years. 

"It has been a tough year, and it feels 
really good to get the job done again,” 
Leivan said. "Coming back from a bro- 
ken wrist this summer and working so 
hard to get back to where I was before 
the injury makes me really appreciate 
this championship." 

In winning this year's series title, 
Leivan becomes the first four-stroke 
rider to do so. 

Round 15 of the series took place at 
the Extreme Sports Park, near Drexel. A 
relatively short, 5.8-mile course featured 
grass-track sections, wooded trails, a 
short part of the motocross track, and a 
bottleneck mudhole or two. Virtually 
the entire trail consisted of ruts, due to 
massive rains the previous weekend. 
Lap times for the leaders measured 
around the 15- to 16-minute mark, with 
the top six riders going eight laps. 

Chris Nesbitt shot his Trelleborg/ 





Answer-backed Yamaha into the lead at 
the start, with Windmann and Brandon 
Forrester close behind him. Windmann 
made an early push for the lead, taking 
the spot with a good move on the grass- 
track section. Leivan followed in fourth, 
while another series contender, Chris 
Thiele, moved up to fifth. 

Leivan was on the move, taking over 
third when Forrester bobbled in a mud- 
hole and then outbraking Nesbitt at the 
end of a fire road to move into second. 
Thiele’s push for the win and the series 
would end before the conclusion of the 
opening lap, when he lost the front end 
in a slippery turn and injured his knee. 
Tanner England moved into fifth by the 
end of lap one. 

Windmann controlled the pace up 
front, with Leivan right on his back 
tire as the two worked through the 
ruts and began to encounter lappers 
very early in the race. Just a couple of 
miles before the end of the second lap, 
Windmann jumped across a muddy 
ditch that was littered with lappers. 
Leivan used the same line, but not 
with as much success, as. he crashed 
and got a sapling tangled in his front 
wheel. 

Windmann's lead after two times 
around the rutted track measured 17 
seconds on Leivan, while Nesbitt was 
another 30 ticks back - and he had com- 
pany, in the form of England's Yamaha. 
Leivan closed the gap on Windmann on 
lap three and made his bid for the lead 
by jumping a double on the motocross 
track that Windmann didn't, and then 
winning the drag race to the next turn. 
Leivan would lead through the fourth 
lap as well. 

Leivan entered the pits about 10 sec- 
onds up on Windmann after the fourth 
circuit and stopped for fuel. While in 
the pits, Leivan was informed of title 
rival Thiele's departure from the race. 
Windmann moved around Leivan to 
retake the lead, while the leading duo 
moved out to a two-minute cushion 
over the Nesbitt/ England battle. 

The sixth lap saw Windmann pull 
out to a 35-second lead over Leivan 
when Leivan crashed in a bottlenecked 
creek crossing. On the following lap in 
the same section, however, Windmann 
ran into trouble when he lost the rear 
end on the off-camber bank. 

The two riders completed the sev- 
enth lap and took the white flag separat- 
ed by only two seconds. Nesbitt fol- 
lowed in third, just 11 seconds up on 
England. With many riders having

dropped out, the bottlenecks were much 
easier to negotiate, and Windmann and 
Leivan picked up the pace, each waiting 
for a mistake on the other's part. 

Late in the lap, Leivan tried a couple 
of pass attempts by. choosing alternate 
lines through the bogs, but each time 
Windmann was able to hang on to the 
lead. Windmann still held the lead when 
the track entered the motocross section 
and he was able to hold the good lines 
through the turns and clear the doubles 
to hold Leivan back. With a mile left in 
the race, Leivan tried to outbrake Wind- 
mann at the end of a fire road, but 
Windmann was able to hold on and 
from that point on he rode error-free to 
the finish. 4 

"| tried to take all the good lines and 
be smooth to hold him back that final 
lap," Windmann said. “I think that the 
300 was a little better than a 250 in the 
rutted grass-tracks, and that helped me 
out today. That was the most fun I have 
had all year, and I am really happy to 
get another win." 

“I gave Mike what I had," Leivan 
said. "I knew that second was good 
enough to win the series, but I still 
wanted to win the race, and I pushed all 
the way to the end. He was just a little 
better than I was today, and he really 
deserves to win. І agree with him that 
the bigger bikes were a little better on 
this kind of track. He and I were about 
even in the grass tracks, but we could 
really pull the guys on the 250s." €N

Welch wallops Las Vegas MX

LAS VEGAS, NV, OCT. 11 

The Las Vegas Motor Speedway celebrated the 
opening of its completely redone track, and Jere- 
my Welch was on hand to scorch his rivals in the 
250cc race, bringing his Honda up from behind 
twice to win the 250cc Intermediate division. 








Derek Polson blasted his Yamaha/out in 
front of Scott Trombly and Aaron Byrd to start 
the race. Trombly then made a pass for the lead 
while Glenn Weidman, Chris Champlin and 
Cory Ayers were hounding Polson for second. 
Welch, trying to overcome a poor start, was 
working his way through the pack. By lap two, 
he was up to third and putting the screws on 
Polson for second. He then zapped him in the 
back section and set out after Trombly. Welch 
hounded Trombly for a lap before outjumping 
him for the lead over the doubles at the pit- 
board area. Welch kept up his blazing pace to 
close out the first race with a big win while 
Trombly stormed in to second over Derrick Pol- 
son and Glenn Weidman. 

Trombly, Champlin and Weidman led the 
pack at the start of the second moto, with Welch 
getting into the mix quickly this time out as he 
jumped into second place on the first lap. Then 
he passed Trombly for the lead in the same spot 
as in race one and pulled out to a lead. Trombly, 
meanwhile, sailed along in second, with heavy 
race action taking place in the battle for third - 
where Ayers drew a bead on Weidman and 
passed him, only to have Weidman retaliate 
almost immediately. Ayers wouldn’t give up 
and the two passed and repassed each other for 
the remainder of the race. Weidman finally 
emerged from the wild duel to claim third. 

Welch carried his big lead through the 
checkers for his second straight win and the 
overall 250cc Intermediate crown, while 
Trombly parlayed two solid seconds into second 
overall. Glenn Weidman outpointed Cory Ayers 
to nail down third.

Johnson wins 
Vegas Vintage DT

LAS VEGAS, NV, OCT. 4 
Californian Jeff Johnson found the slip-and-slide 
surface of the Las Vegas Motor Speedway an ideal 
match for his stock-framed 650cc Triumph twin as 
he. overcame the first-lap lead of speedy lowan 
Ricky Fiscel to win the Pro-Twin main event. 
Johnson, one of 22 Pro-Twin challengers at 
the final round of the VDTRA Pro-Am National 
Dirt Track Racing Series who worked through 
four heats and two semis to set the stage for the 
16-rider field, gained a front-row start with his 
heat-race win. At the start of the main, though, it 
was Fiscel who launched his Triumph twin into 
the lead, with Johnson, Bill Snyder, 1997-98 Pro- 
Twin champ Mark Gibson, veteran Eddie Mul- 
der and Art Fredenburah left to dice through 
traffic to get into Fiscel's wake. By lap two, John- 
son had caught Fiscel and passed the former 


Pro-Twin champion for the lead, while Gibson 
got past Snyder and into third, taking Mulder 
and Fredenburah past Snyder аз well, into 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

Back up front, Johnson continued to hold the 
lead, but by midrace the determined Fiscel 
appeared to have him well in range. As the laps 
wound down, however, Johnson picked up the 
pace on the treacherous surface, and in last-lap 
traffic he put the contest out of reach. Neither 
Gibson, Mulder nor Fredenburah were able to 
advance their positions, although Snyder was 
passed on the white-flag lap by the charging XR 
Harley of Mike Patterson. With a great effort, 
Snyder managed a last-lap repass of Patterson to 
take sixth at the flag. 

The Pro-Masters main promised to be an 
exciting event, as Johnny Isaacs and current Pro- 
Masters champ John Fike had come into the 
event with only two points separating them in 
the title chase. As it turned out, however, Fike 
was unable to make а race of it on the uncertain 
surface, and he settled for seventh - far short of 
the points needed to retain his title. Veteran 
Mulder showed the VDTRA regulars he hadn't 
lost his touch since his old Ascot Park days, as 
he won the event, leading flag to flag. Behind 
Mulder came the BSA thumper of VDTRA 
founder Johnny Isaacs, his runner-up effort seal- 
ing the championship for 1998. Finishing close 
to Isaacs in third was Colorado veteran racer 
Bob Conway. 

In the hotly contested Pro 600cc class, TPR- 
sponsored Steve Nichols was the man to beat as 
he put his Yamaha 500 into the lead, ahead of 
current Pro 600cc champ Rick Fiscel. Fiscel had 
other plans for Nichols, however, as he sized up 
his line for nine laps, finally motoring his Yama- 
ha by on the last circuit to steal the win. Conway 
again put in an impressive effort to take third, 
with challengers John Jeffries and Bill Snyder in 
close contention at the finish. Noticeably absent 
in the main was Pro 600cc points runner-up 
Roger Sterling, who was sidelined by an earlier 
incident in his Pro-Twin heat race. Sterling suf- 
fered cuts and a concussion and was unable to 
compete.

Graves on fire at Willow

ROSAMOND, CA, OCT. 17-18 - 
Chuck Graves rode one of his fastest Toyota 
Gold Cup Formula One races, as he dashed to 
victory and captured his third straight Formula 
One class championship in the 10th round of 
Willow Springs Motorcycle Club action at Wil- 
low Springs International Raceway. 

Graves was turning in near-record lap times 
in the 1:21 range on his Michelin-shod Yamaha 
YZF-R1 as he led the race from the first turn to 
the checkered flag. 

As the race got under way, Graves began 
distancing himself from the rest of the pack, and 
à three-rider battle for second developed. Initial- 
ly, it was Dean Vincent holding down second, 
but midway through the first lap he was caught 
and passed by Frank Aragaki and Vincent 
Haskovec. Coming down the front straight to 
start lap two, Haskovec successfully drafted by 
Aragaki to take over second. 

Aragaki was immediately immersed in а 
tight battle for third as Vincent sat on his rear 
tire throughout lap two and used a skillful draft- 
ing maneuver on the front straight to move into 
third place. But Aragaki wasn't about to ease off, 
and these two racers were neck and neck for the 
next seven laps. 

Midway through lap nine, Aragaki passed 
Vincent on the outside of turn four and Vincent 
suddenly slowed dramatically, holding his 
hand up to warn the riders coming up behind 
him. While Vincent recovered, his rear tire was 
in bad shape and he barely managed to finish 
the race. 

With Vincent's mishap, Aragaki had no fur- 
ther challenges, finishing the race in third 
behind Graves and Haskovec. 

"The bike is running so good," Graves said 
on the victory podium; then he praised the qual- 
ity of the motorcycles currently available to rac- 
ers. “Тһе manufacturers are making better and 
better motorcycles, so when you get them set up 
right, it's just right on." 

In the Tom Sera Racing/XYZ Clothing Com- 
pany Formula Two race, Jeremy Toye took the 
holeshot but was quickly caught and passed by 
John Hopkins, who rapidly opened a gap on the 
rest of the racers. 

By the end of lap one, Steve Lasko was up 
into second and Bryan Kovarick was holding on 
to third. However, by lap three, a major fight 
was under way for second between Lasko, 
Kovarick and Jacob West. Within the next lap, 
Lasko faded and West emerged in second, but 
he was now coming under pressure from Ken 
Chase and Brian Garbellini. 

As lap nine of the 10-lap event got under 
way, it was West, Garbellini and Chase nearly 
side by side. West held on to second until the 
final lap, when Garbellini dropped to the inside 
of turn one and powered his way into second. 
Despite all attempts, West was unable to retake

Williards smoke

Brothers Andy and Michael Williard proved 
dominant in their respective classes, winning 
every moto that they entered at the Honda Hills 
MX. Andy took the measure of the Schoolboy 
class, while Michael racked up wins in the Mini 
Junior and 65cc classes. 

In both motos of the Schoolboy class, Andy 
Williard launched his RM125 into the lead and 
kept the point position to the end. In the first 
moto, fellow RM rider Josh Hamilton gave chase 
but soon found himself challenged by the YZ of 
Travis Hartshorn.

Taylor scores Dutch MX win

James Taylor took his Yamaha YZ to the win in 
the 12-15 Youth 125cc division at the final rac- 
ing event of 1998 at Dutch Sport Park. Taylor 
bested the competition with both speed and 
consistency. 

It was the last running of the "Muskrat Run" 
at Dutch Sport Park. The track was run in the 
back woods section of the old track, and it fea- 
tured long, fast straightaways with-natural 
drop-away jumps, off-camber corners, and à 
spinoff from the '70s with а natural-terrain lay- 
out. The Muskrat Run also signifies the comple- 
tion of the racing season at Dutch. 

In the opening moto of the 125cc 12-15 divi- 
sion, the holeshot went to Suzuki-mounted 
Danny Beckett.

Sherwood fifth. Beckett stretched his lead as the 
pack entered the back woods section known as 
the “Muskrat Run” area. 

Beckett came back into view with a bigger 
lead over Taylor and the pack - a lead that 
would grow to some five seconds on the second 
lap. Taylor almost threw his YZ away in the 
sand-rocker section, but he managed to some- 
how keep it on two wheels. The battle for third 
heated up as the duo of Bagladi and Milks did 
battle. The two entered into the new Pro Action 
tabletop jump side by side, with both riders col- 
liding in the next corner. Bagladi, though, was 
able to hold on to third despite the pressure. 
Meanwhile, it was all Beckett up front, and he 
took the checkered flag with a comfortable mar- 
gin over Taylor. 

Taylor had a 10-second advantage over the 
battle for the third spot, which Bagladi won over 
Milks. Fifth went to Kasey Turley. 

Between motos, it was apparent that the end 
of the season was approaching, as Beckett, 
Bagladi and Milks all suffered mechanical grem- 
lins in their other classes and were unable to 
contest for the final 12-15 moto. This made for 
easy pickings for Yamaha-mounted Taylor, who 
romped his way into the winner's circle. 

Taylor ripped the holeshot in the thinned- 
out field over Turley, Adam Burke and Andy 
Sherwood. He then checked out, taking an easy 
win over Turley. Third place went to Burke.

Flickenger takes XR title at 
Bud Grass MX

BUCHANAN, MI, OCT. 18 

Todd Flickenger bested the 33-rider field of XR 
75s and XR 80s to claim the crown as the fastest 
adult on an ХК at the Bud Grass MX. His win 
didn't come easily, however, as "Flick" had to 
use lapped traffic to his advantage, passing both 
Darrin Borcherding and Derek Cathcart just two 
corners from the finish line. 

АМА Pro Mike LaRocco came out to Red 
Bud to challenge the grass track and he demol- 
ished the 250cc Expert and Over 25 A divisions. 

LaRocco, however, experienced a rare DNF 
in the XR race and wasn't a factor. 

Multi-time AMA National Enduro Champi- 
on Dick Burleson competed in his first grass 
event at Red Bud, and he made a great showing 
by winning the highly competitive 250cc B divi- 
sion and the Over 50 class. 

"My son, Jon Eric, competed last year at the 
grass event, and he said how much fun it was," 
Burleson said. "I wanted to try it out for myself. 
He was right: It's a blast. l'm from the old school 
of MX - I learned to ride before the big jumps. 
The natural-terrain berms and whoops are great! 
This reminds me of Unadilla in the 705, except 
here there's no rocks. Winning the 250cc B class 
was a plus - dicing with those guys. You have to 
choose your lines carefully and work the track to 
your advantage." 

Flickenger took the holeshot in the XR Track 
Championship on the Auto track during the 
half-time break, but he had close company: 
multi-time National Women's Champion Lisa 


Akin-Wagner, Cathcart, Borcherding and the 33 


other XRs gave chase. Left at the gate was 
LaRocco, who sat idle with a fouled spark plug. 

Last year's XR-class runner-up, Larry Wit- 
mer, was also done before the first lap when the 
seat fell off his Eric Gorr-powered XR. He would 
putt around to finish an eventual eighth. 

Flickenger, meanwhile, had the lead, but 
Cathcart was close and getting closer - thanks in 
part to slower riders. Cathcart took over the lead 
on the third lap in the tight switchbacks with an 
inside line, pushing his way past Flickenger. 
Meanwhile, last year’s champ, Borcherding, had 
caught the front-running duo. Borcherding then 
went to the inside of Flickenger in a sand 
switchback corner, and the two tangled and 
crashed. 

- Cathcart had his Birky Motor XR in cruise 
control out front, but he wasn't out of the 
woods yet. Cathcart got into heavy lappers with 
two corners to go and Borcherding tried an out- 
side line for the lead. The two tangled briefly, 
allowing Flickenger to squirt to the inside - tak- 
ing the lead and holding it just two corners to 
the finish.

Amaradio aces 
REM Glen Helen MX

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, OCT. 12 

Tony Amaradio took the measure of a very tal- 
ented and fast pool of Pro racers during Racing 
Enterprises Motosports’ weekly Saturday 
Motocross at Glen Helen Raceway Park as he 
bested the 125cc/250cc/ Vet Combined Pro con- 
test with a convincing double moto sweep. 

When the first moto got under way, it was 
Motocross Action's "Wild" Willy Musgrave 
grabbing the holeshot on his Yamaha YZ250. 
Kawasaki rider Billy Frank pushed his KX into 
the secónd slot, while Mark Tilley had his KTM 
125 in third. The fourth spot was occupied by 
Gordon Ward on his TM, and Craig Smith had 
his RM in fifth. As the pack came out of the back 
section, Frank was the first to show up, having 
made the first-lap pass for the lead. Musgrave 
was now in second, while Ward had moved up 
to take over third. Amaradio completed lap one 
in sixth place, having suffered a poor start. 
Frank continued to ride smoothly out front, and 
he was able to put about five seconds on Mus- 
grave. Amaradio, however, had started his 
march to the front. 

The YZ pilot put the pass on both Tilley and 
Ward to move up to the third spot by the fourth 
lap. Musgrave was his next victim, and Amare- 
dio passed him on the next lap to take over sec- 
ond place. Out front, Frank was impressively 
holding his own, and Amaradio was only able to 
close about a second per lap on the Vet racer - 
but close he did, and just as the two-lap signal 
was given, Amaradio went around Frank and 
took command of the race. 

Amaradio immediately opened up a two-sec- 
ond advantage, but as the duo began to encounter 
lapped traffic, Frank closed to within a bike length 
of the leader. When the white flag came out, Ama- 
radio cleared the traffic and held his advantage to 
the wire, taking the moto win. Frank was a close 
second, while 125cc Pro Ward had charged back 
up to claim third after briefly stopping midmoto 
to gather a soil sample. Tilley was fourth, com- 
pleting the race with no rear brake due to fluid 
loss. Smith filled out the top five. 

At the start of moto two, Amaradio was 
looking to make his job easier this time, and he 
grabbed a big holeshot. Frank settled into sec- 
ond with another good start, while Ward put his 
TM 125 into third. Suzuki rider Smith claimed 
fourth and Musgrave, now RM-mounted, was 
fifth. For the first half of the race, Amaradio 
couldn't get away from Frank, as the Vet racer 
was able to hang with the National-level Pro. 
Ward was solidly in the third, though Tilley was 
keeping him honest in fourth. As the moto wore 
on, Amaradio was able to stretch his lead on 
Frank, and when the two-lap signal was given, 
he enjoyed a five-second advantage. When the 
checkers came out, it was Amaradio cruising in 
for the moto win to complete his perfect day. 
Frank was again next best, while Ward finished 
third. Musgrave claimed fourth and Tilley was 
fifth. On the day, the lion's share of the purse 
went to Amaradio with his overall victory. After 
going 2-2, Frank was runner-up, while Ward's 3- 
3 tally earned him third. Tilley came in fourth 
after posting 4-5 scores, and mer was fifth 
with his 6-4 finishes.

Harrison, Barr 
weather Milton MX

Heath Harrison and Blake Barr put the foul 
weather of Hurricane Georges behind them and 
headed to West Florida MX in Milton, where 
they blew through the competition to score class 
wins in Pee Wee D and 80cc D on an extensively 
reworked track. 

Harrison looked strong in the Pee Wee D 
heat race, where he ended up second to Frankie 
Butler on a four-stroke Honda. Butler nabbed 
the holeshot, with Trey Quinn and Harrison 
close behind him. Harrison fell in two hairpin 
turns and had trouble in the sandy turns as well, 
but he stormed through the whoop section, 
which helped him work his way up to second at 
the finish. He was sandwiched by winner Butler 
and third-placed Quinn. 

Dylon Beesley absconded with the holeshot 
in the Pee Wee D main, but in the second turn 
Harrison made a move around the outside to 
burn Beesley and Butler at the same time. Harri- 
son looked strong again, as he dominated the 
whoop section just as he had in the heat race. 
Butler was riding smoothly and running a good 
pace, and it looked like he might catch Harrison, 
but he was held up for a few seconds as the pair 
came through lapped traffic. This gave Harrison 
breathing room for the rest of the long moto. He 
hammered away and came home first, with But- 
ler second and Quinn third. Anthony Salas took 
fourth, even though he had what looked like à 
painful crash with Beesley early in the moto. 

Barr pulled away to control the 80сс D heat 
race after passing quick starter Omer Helms 
early in the race. Subsequently the action was all 
behind him. Douglas McCoy, who is nephew to 
local track legend Earl McCoy, ended up second 
after a heated side-by-side battle with Helms, 
who finished third. 
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The 80cc D main was loaded with action, 
which all started after a big holeshot by Danny 
Westwood left Helms, Barr and McCoy in hot 
pursuit. Barr looked the most aggressive and the 
most consistent at the same time. He rode harder 
in the turns and was somewhat fearless on the 


jumps. In any case, he quickly moved into the 


lead, with McCoy in tow. They both passed 
Helms, who had a few problems with a sandy 
turn, and then they passed Westwood, who 
looked very smooth and fast on the straights but 
sort of tiptoed through the turns. Barr broke out 
of the pack and built up a demoralizing lead that 
looked bad for second-placed McCoy. Although 
McCoy took a little more time to find his pace, he 
really turned it up before the race was over. 

In the meantime, a serious struggle for third 
was under way between Westwood, Helms and 
Joey Highfill. A start-straight miscue put High- 
fill on the ground and way behind. Neverthe- 
less, he motored up through the pack quickly to 
join the race. 

The checkers fell first on Barr, who was fol- 
lowed by McCoy. They had a comfortable lead 
over the rest of the pack, but the contest for third 
through fifth could have turned out any number 
of ways. As it turned out, Highfill sneaked 
across in third, followed by Westwood and 
Helms.

Conklin perfect at

Shane Smith demonstrated sheer domination, 
while Dennis Wagoner had things a little 
tougher, but both had similar results: overall 
wins, in the 125cc and 250cc Beginner classes, 
respectively, during California Racing Club’s 
annual Gremlin Grand Prix, held at Los үлке 
County Raceway.

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ow that this year's running of 
the woeful Motocross des 
Nations is complete, I have heard 
a number of comments which have 
centered upon America's fall from 
grace in the event in recent years. 
Delivered to me by a host of motocross 
insiders - especially those of European 
descent - I listened intently to what they 
had to say and nodded. I’ve learned to 
keep my mouth shut and listen before 
reacting. 
Through absorbing these comments 
and theories - especially the one about 
America now being a supercross-only 


nation and that its time is done - I must. 


now say that I worry about the future of 
Grand Prix motocross. And while I can 
already hear the howls of protest, please 
let me try to explain my reasoning. 

As you can probably tell by some of 
the articles and columns Гуе submitted 
to this publication, I’m a big fan of Euro- 
pean Grand Prix motocross. In fact, 
Sebastien Tortelli and Stefan Everts are 
two of my favorite riders. And like a 
number of guys in my peer group, I 
grew up following Grand Prix 
motocross. The very first professional 
race I attended was the 1977 Mid-Ohio 
125cc United States Grand Prix of 
Motocross, which was won by Belgian 
Gaston Rahier. If I think hard enough, I 
can still pull pretty clear images of that 
day from my memory. 

“Іп late May, I was fortunate enough 
to travel across the Atlantic to watch my 
first Grand Prix at Foxhill. While 1 
enjoyed myself immensely - it was one 
of the best experiences of my life - I was 
surprised at how much anti-American- 
rider sentiment I heard. It seemed like 
just about anybody I encountered was 
quick to deliver their own variation on 
the theory that "America is great in 
supercross, but the Europeans are better 
motocross riders." 

Okay. It's this type of thinking that 
leads me to believe that a number of 
European "players" have their heads 
buried deep in the sand, and I'll tell you 
why. 
While walking around Foxhill on 
that May weekend, I was surprised to 
see the amount of American motocross 
clothing worn by the younger genera- 
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tion of fans. Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit race jerseys, FMF hats, 
Fox sweatshirts and jackets, Jeremy 
McGrath T-shirts - on and on it went. At 
one point, as a 125cc qualifying session 
was going on, І saw a big crowd of 
young guys - probably aged 12 to 21 - 
gathered around a big TV, watching a 
highlight tape of the 1998 AMA Super- 
cross Series. That evening, Foxhill 
Grand Prix promoter John Horler told 
me that he specifically integrated a 
Supercross section into his circuit 
because "the younger generation loves it 
and expects it." Experiencing all this 
made me think that American 
mótocross is a major influence on the 
next generation of European fans, 
whether they be British, French or Bel- 
gian. 

That same day, defending 125cc 
World Champion Alessio Chiodi of Italy 
told me that he desperately wanted to 
fulfill his dream of racing American 
Supercross. A few minutes later I ran 
into Sebastien Tortelli, who mentioned 
to me how excited he was to be coming 
to America. 

It seems to me that there are people 
from certain nations in Europe - I won't 
mention where they are from - who 
believe we Americans have it all wrong 
with our supercross. "It's a circus" is the 
oft-heard comment. If that's the case, 
then why have France - the nation that 
has supplied the GP circuit with its best 
group of young riders in recent years - 
and Italy developed their own national 
Supercross series? 

While there will always be big-time 
motocross in both Europe and America - 
there has to be - it can't be denied that 
supercross is the discipline of the future. 
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Crowds of 60,000 (ams. TV cameras, 18- 


wheel trucks, massive race-team budgets 
(Honda is sending four riders out on the 
road in 1999), superstar riders and big- 
dollar corporate backing add up to a 
sport on the rise. And don't think that 
the rise of America's premiere off-road 
series is lost on the Europeans: 250cc 
Grand Prix overlord Giuseppe Luongo 
and his hugely influential Action Group 
are currently hard at work nurturing 
and developing a World Supercross 
Series that will include Europe, Asia and 
perhaps America. And if that series 
eventually catches fire, which it is 
expected to do, what effect will that have 
on the GPs? Sure, the French will be 
ready and prepared to run in it, as will 
the Italians, but what about the Belgians, 
the English (the people that brought us 
"scrambles"), the Dutch, the Swedes, the 
Finns and the Germans? 

Stefan Everts is arguably the greatest 
natural-terrain rider in the world, but 
he's gone on record as saying he will 
never race super- 
cross in Ameri- 
ca. What kind of 
message does 
that send to the 
young up-and- 
coming riders in 
Belgium - a coun- 
try that prides 
itself on its win- 
ning heritage in 
the sport? Come to 
think of it, are 
there any good 
young riders coming out of Belgium? 1 
can't think of any. 

Since the early 1990s, the best young 
riders in Europe have come from the 
nation of France. However, history has 
shown us that once these riders succeed 
on the GPs, the next step is American 
supercross and motocross. Bayle, Pichon 
and Roncada have put a stake in the 
ground here. Next year, and the year 
after, the trend will continue. The 
defending 250cc World Champion, 
Tortelli, is already in California. Chiodi, 
the 125ce champ, will be here in a year, 
as will the talented GP winner David 
Vuillemin. What does it say about the 
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| fiture of Ше GPs ba si ot the best 


young riders of Europe have their sights 
set on America? 7 

I don’t believe every European GP 
rider has to come to ‘the United States 
to race supercross, but in the years to 


` come, they are going to have to face the 


music and race it somewhere. Why? 
Because the factories are going to 
expect it. The Big Four Japanese race 
teams, along with Husqvarna and 
KTM, are global companies that are 
very much in favor of showcasing their 
products and their respective brand 
names before stadiums full of 60,000 
people, many of whom are in the 
attractive 12-to 34-year-old demo- 
graphic (in other words, the people 
who will be motorcycle purchasers in 
the years to come). 


They can do this by being wrapped: 


in the clean, comfortable, entertainment- 
friendly blanket of the world's soccer 
and baseball stadiums. 

I'm sorry, but the 
days of "America
